He.Tells of His Efforts for Him and 
Other Prisoners—Speaks of Con- 
dition of Cuban Prisoners.

Of Consul General Lee Sanguilly spoke 
in the highest praise. 

“He is a dignified, brave, noble Amert- 
can. His efforts in behalf of Americans in 
Cuba are beyond all praise. In my case, 
General Lee, from the time of his landing 
in Cuba, showed the greatest interest, and 
I am obliged to him for his personal kind- 
ness and his constant desire to better my 
situation.” 

All the efforts of his wife to obtain from 
General Weyler permission to let Sangulily 
have a walk of ha!f an hour daily tn the 
fresh air inside of the fortress, and guard- 
ed by soldiers. were useless. She applied 
as a last resort to Consul General Lee, 
and Mr. Lee called on General Weyler, 
telling him that Sangullly’s health was in 
danger hy reason ofthe unhealthfulness 
of his prison. All other prisoners con- 
fined there for. non-political causes: enjoy 
the privilege of so breathing the fresh air. 
Weyler refused to favor Sanguilly. 

Mr. Lee himself was deprived, by oréer 
of the captain general, of the right of en- 
tering the cell of Sanguilly when he called 
at the fortress. General Lee could not 
see the American prisoner, except at a dis- 
tance of eight paces through the grated 
window of Sanguilly’s dungeon and in the 
presence of four armed soldiers, who had 
instructions to fire on either one of them 
at the least suspicious movement. 

The condition of the Cuban prisoners tn 
the fortress of La Cabana Sanguilly de- 
scribes as horrible. His former. counsel, 
Miguel Viondi, arrested under no evidence 
at all, is confined in a loathsome cell that 
is below the level of the water. 

Here he will be kept indefinitely, as no 
suggestion of a trial has been made. He 
will in all probability be left there until 
death either relieves him in his dungeon 
or he is killed by Weyler’s orders. 

Sanguilly spoke of the condition of war 
in the island. 

He had seen the Cuban army. 

He has been in Gomez’s camp, was made 
prisoner by the Cubans. and he bears tes- 
timony to the strength of the Cuban army. 
He says that Gomez's men are well armed, 
and have factories and workshops at Reb- 
les, where they repair their armaments 
and make powder and other munitions of 
war. 

“The Cubans in the field,” he added, 
“are not the savages described in the of- 
ficial reports. I met many gentlemen in 
the Cuban ranks and representatives of 
the best families of the island.”

McCook criticised sharply. It is said his 
unwillingness to enter the cabinet except 
as attorney general may be made the 
ground of attacking the administration by 
giving encouragement to the idea that he 
was the candidate of the sugar trust and 
other trusts. and that when the department 
of justice could not be secured for him 
»their activity ceased.

A portion of Depot street, be- 
tween Jecksboro and Gay, is the bone of 
contention. This street is held by the 
Knoxville street railway in the interest cf 
J. Simpson Africa. By 

The Citizens’ railway wants a track on 
this street, but all their past attempts 
have proved failures. This morning Con- 
tractor John Shea, with two hundred la- 
borers, appeared on the scene just at day- 
light, and put his men to work tearing up 
the ground parallel with the Knoxville

months, ' 
THE FIGHT STARTS. 

Shea claimed that he had an injunction 
from the United States court, prevonting 
the city from interfering with the work. 
Mayor Holiskell ordered the police to stop 
the work. As fast as they stopped cne 
man others would begin. Finally the police 
became powerless and the fire department 
was called out. 

The firemen began to throw water on the 
men and this precipitated a flerce riot. A 
negro attempted to cut the hose and was 
prevented by Chief McIntosh. Another ne- 
gro struck the chief over the head with a 
pick handle, whereupon Lieutenant Hood, 
of the police department, shot the negro. At 
this the crowd became enraged and an 
attempt was made to lynch the «fjicer, but 
he stood the crowd off till assistance ar- 
rived. The negro was hauled off more dead 
than alive and Contractor Shea ordered his 
men to go to work. 

COUNTER ARRESTS. 

The police began to arrest them and in 
a few minutes Sheriff Groner began to ar- 
Mayor Heiskell aldressed 
the crowd in the interest of law and or- 
der, but they hooted him down, and Presi- 
dent McAdoo, of the Citizens railway, made 
a talk saying that he did not want to see 
any trouble, but he had not had fair play 
from the city council nor the newspapers. 

The men were again put to work but at 0 
o’clock Cireuit Judge Sneed issued, an in- 
junction restraining the violation of the or- 
dinance and work was tempcerarily. 

Excitement is high and there are five 
thousand people on the streets. Motion has

POSTMASTER GENERAL HEARD FROM 

Dr. Holderby states that he has received 
a communication from the postmaster gen- 
eral who says that it is his rule to close 
postoffices in all cities where a majority 
of the church people request it. The cor- 
respondence is being carried on through 
Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, the agent for the 
observance of Sunday school lav’s at the 
national capital. He has written Dr. 
Holderby telling him how to proceed and 
has given it as his opinion that there will 
be no trouble about having the postoffice 
closed on Sundays. 

The whole matter will be up as a specia! 
order at the next meeting of the Ministers’ 
Alliance and all the letters and other data 
will be laid before the association. 

In the meantime some of the merchanis 
may take a hand in the movement and 
make issue with the preachers. Ii will be 
contended that it is an absolute necessity 
in many cases to have the mail @jetriduted 
on Sundays and that it is a case of the 
“sheep in the ditch.’’ 

From a religious standpoint the ministers 
of the city believe that many people are 
kept away from the churches because their 
attention is drawn to business affairs by 
the distribution of letters and other mail 
on Sundays.

DIVORCES TOO EASY. 
The original report gave some statistics 


as to the divorces granted in the state. It 
was shown that in Georgia there was one 
divorce applied for out: of every eight to 
fifteen marriages, and in Fulton county 
a divorce was granted in one out of every 
100 marriages. It was rare that any di 
vorce case was ever defended and a mar- 
riage was now regarded as a sort of tem- 
porary contract.” The cause of all this 
lay at the doors of the statutes. In 1860 
no divorce had been granted in Georgia ex- 
cept on scriptural grounds. The laws regu- 
lating divorces in this state were recited 
and it was contended that some of them, 
such as cruel treatment and drunkenness, 
were totally without reason, and men were 
liable to take advantage of their own 
wrong and the law too easily misconstrued 
or loosely enforced. 

Following this report was the other in 
regard to the marriage laws. This was @ 
most interesting paper prepared by Dr. J, 
L. D. Hillyer as follows: 

MATRIMONY IN GEORGIA. 

In compliance with the instructions of 
the Evangelical Ministers’ Alliance your 
committce submit the following recom-= 
mendations as to our marriage laws: 

1. We believe that the best interests 
of society require the marrying and 
giving in marriage, and it should be en- 
couraged. We should make the way to 
well-assorted wedlock as free as possi- 
ble, but would submit to an enlightened 
public sentiment the question, whether 
there may not be scmething done to 
make effective that feature of our laws 
that limits the age at which young peo- 
ple may marry without the consent of 
the parents or guardians. As the law 
stands it is practically inoperative. 

2. As a protection against the danger 
of doing wrong, we, as ministers of the 
gospel, would be glad if the law should ~ 
be so amended as to require the ordina- 
ry to state in the face of the license - 
that the parties are bachelor, widower, 
spinster, widow or divorced person, as 
the case may be, and also that the par- 
ties are of lawful age.

OLD GLORY TORN UP. 


The Spaniards Near Havana Show 
Their Hatred of the Stars 
and Stripes. 


Key West, Fla., March 1.—It was learned 
late at night that the house of a store- 
keeper named Renfeht, in Guanabacoa, 
was stoned by some Spanish volunteers, 
and two American flags that he had in the 
store, and that had previously been fiying 
in front of the building, were taken away 


and torn to shreds. 

A mob called on him, headed by 4 petty 
Spanish officer, and demanded that he haul 
that “rag” in. On his refusal, his store 
was pelted with stones and he was threat- 
ened with arrest for “inciting to violence. 
Later one of Fopdeviela’s officers ordered 
him to take them in under penalty of in- 
stant arrest. Then he took the flags in 
and put them in the window. _ 

Later in the day a mob of 300 soldiers 
and policemen, with a sprinkling of petty 
officers, marched in and took the tlags out 
and tore them up with opprebrious epi- 
thets, cursing him and his country. 

Renfert remonstrated and said that he 
would report the outrage to the consul, 
but this was greeted with jeers and taunts. 

“Go to your big Lee!’’ they shouted. 
‘Your big, big man in Washing‘on is our 
friend and he will not let Lee say too 
much!” 

Renfert’s house was repeatedly stoned 
that night and he has since been compelled 
to close it. When he ventures out his 
Spanish neighbors significantly draw their 
hands across their throats to signify what 
his fate will be {f he kéeps up his present 
stand. 

Over twenty-five men, women und girls 
have disappeared from Guanabacoa the 
past week. On Friday seven bodies of wo- 
men and men were found in an old well 
not a quarter of a mile from the sentry 
post on Ceptio street, near the outskirts. 
Three were identified as those of :erchants 
who disappeared ten days ago. Une of the 
women’s bodies was that of a Cuban school 
teacher who had been warned two veeks 
ago that she was teaching the children too 
much. She disappeared two days later. 

The other bodies were not identi‘led. All 
were hacked in the most barbarous man- 
ner. The bodies of the women showed 
signs of revolting treatment, presumably 
sustained before being killed. 

A young Cuban girl named Teresa Maria 
Sandora is in hiding at Guan..bacoa, 
having escaped from an officer's house. 
where she had been kept for three duys 
with many men and exposed to the foulest 
mistreatment. She says she was abducted 
and carried to the residence of a prominent 
Spanish officer under the grade of tiajor, 
where she was stripped and kept on ex- 
hibit for his friends. She was neaten whcn 
she resisted, and was compelled to remain 
up for them at all times of the day and 
night. She finally aroused the pity of a 
young lieutenant and escaped. She will 
try to get to the United States, fc aring 
that she will be killed if recaptured. Two 
oft her relatives have been arrested on 
suspicion that they know where she is. 

A mob of Havana volunteers hooted and 
yelled in front of General Lee’s residence 
in Havana for several hours last night. 
General Lee was not at home, nor any 
member of his family. Finally some cffi- 
cials at the palace were notified and the 
police were sent to disperse the mob. The 
censor earnestly requested that no men- 
tion be made of it. , 

When General Lee learned of the affair 
he said that it didn’t amount to anything. 

“If . had had a good duck gun I could 
have scattered the entire mob,’ he said. 


AGGEPTS GOLD STANDARD 


THE JAPANESZ GOVERNMENT WILL

The Sheriff Tracks with Dogs a Negro 
Who Admits Having Been in Town 
the Night of the Fire, buat Disclaims 
All Knowledge of the Fire. 


Waco, Ga., March L

Yesterday morning at about half-past 4 
o’clock the citizens of this erstwhile quiet 
place were startled by the cry of “fire!” 
and arousing from their slumbers looked 
out to see a block of four buildings enve- 
loped in flames. 

The fire originated in the variety store 
of Mr. J. H. Garrett and swept away his 
stock of about $1,200 or $1,300 without the 
saving of a penny. 

Mr. Garrett had no ftmsurance and his 
stock constituted his entire possessions. 
The loss falls heavily upon him and he has 
the sympathy of the public. 

Adjoining Garrett's store was that of 
Mr. A. J. Helton, which stock he had 
just invoiced at $3,576.56, and filed an ap- 
plication for $1,200 additional insurance, he 
having insurance on his stock to the 
amount of $1,500. The building was Mr. 
Helton’s and it, with the stock, was a com- 
plete loss. Nothing was saved from the 
building: 

THE FLAMES ADVANCE. 

The next victim was Mr. W.. W. Heaton, 
whose stock was worth about $5,000, besides 
the building worth $600 or $700. On the 
latter he carried insurance to the amount 
of $500, while the stock was insured for 
$2,500. Of Heaton’s stock some $1,200 or $1,5.4 
worth was saved. | 

The next building was owned by Mrs. 
Ada Aderhold and was occupied by Mrs. 
J. R. Latimer with a stock worth about 
$1,600, with no insurance on either the 
stock or building; but there was recovered 
frcm the fire about 75 or 80 per cent of the 
goods. 

Mr. P. A. Smith, a traveling photog- 
rapher, whose tent was pitched by Mr. 
Garrett’s store, sustained a loss of about 
$200. 

But for the heroic efforts of the people, 
the entire business portion of the town 
would have been swept away. Just across 
the street was Mr. F. A. Little, the post. 
office, Dr. Goulding’s drug store and a 
couple of vacant storerooms, as well as 
one on the same side of the street south of 
the fire. 

All of the last mentioned buildings caught 
fire repeatedly and were saved only by 
persistent and heroic work by fhe people. 

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The fire, it is believed, was of incendiary 
origin. It is thought that the houses were 
robbed and then fired. Sheriff Bullard, at 
Buchanan, being telegraphed for, came 
with his dogs and trailed a negro named 
Ike Morris to his home in Bremen. 


Some one was heard running away 
through the woods just about the time the 
fire was discovered and the dogs being 
put upon the trail followed it to Bremen to 
Ike Morris’s house. 

He was arrested and confessed being in 
Waco Saturday night at 12 o’clock, but de- 
nied* any knowledge of the fire. 

Another regro, said to be a gambler and 
generally bad character, and seen with 
Norris Saturday night, was also arrested 
as a suspect and carried with WNorris to 
the Buchanan jail Sunday evening. The 
commitment trial will occur there this 
moraing.

This Is a Special Feature of the Smith 
Case Which the Grand Jury 
am Will Look Into,

THE JUDGE’S POINTED CHARGE 


Some of the Recent Financial Sensa- 
tions Will Now Receive the Earnest 
Attention of the Law—An Investiga- 
tion Which Will Be Closely Watched 
by the Community, 


The case of Otis O. Smith will probably 
come up before the grand jury for con- 
sideration tomorrow morning and there 
will likely be two interesting features look- 
ed into. One will be the charge of embez- 
glement against Smith and the other the 
settlement by which he was released. 

Smith was placed in jail on a warrant 
sworn out by H. H. Cabaniss, as president 
of the Southern Security and Banking 
Company, charging him with embezzle- 
ment, which is a felony. After remaining 
in prison for two or three days he was re- 
leased and the warrant withdrawn. 

The company makes no secret of the 
fact that Smith was released upon the 
payment of about $2,250 in settlement of 
the amount which he was short. Smith, or 
his friends, also paid $1,500 to Messrs. J. W. 
English, Jr., and H. L. English in settle- 
ment of the amounts he owed them. The 
warrant, however, under which Smith was 
arrested was sworn out by the president of 
the Southern Security and Banking Com- 
pany and it will be upon this warrant and 
its withdrawal for a money consideration 
that the grand jury will act if it decides 
that a felony has been compounded. 

There seems to be but little doubt that 
Smith will be indicted for embezzlement, 
but it may be difficult to arrest him, as 
he has now probably got beyond the reach 
of the officers of the law. This fact will 
doubtless be the reason why the grand 
jury may feel called upon to make a close 
investigation of the settlement feature of 
the case. 

In fact, Judge Lumpkin’s charge to the 
grand jury will have considerable weight 
with the jury in this direction. 

The Hale. case will also come up for con- 
sideration, 

JUDGE LUMPKIN’S CHARGE. 

Under Judge Lumpkin’s charge to the 
grand jury this morning, Otis Smith and 
W. C. Hale will be indicted, 

It is impossible for this body to do oth- 
erwise if tMey follow the instructions of 
the court. 

In solemn and tragic tones Judge Lump- 
kin did all but call the names of Smith 
and Hale. 

He gave them the title of A and B, and 
said that while they had settled as far as 
the parties were concerned, that they had 
not settled with the public and with the 
law. 

He.said that they were still guilty of the 
offense ,alleged until proved otherwise be- 
fore a court of justice 

That part of Judge Lumpkin’s charge, 
referring to the Smith and Hale cases was 
as follows: 

There is a matter which has come to 
my attention, and which I feel it proper 
to mention to you. There seems to be 
& mistaken and growing misapprehen- 
‘sion of the relation of the prosecutor to 
a public prosecution, It appears to be 
not an infrequent occurrence to read in 
the public press that A, B or C has been 
arrested for larceny, forgery, or some 
other crime; that he has settied, or will 
probably settle, the matter with the 
prosecutor without more. I feel it my 
duty to say a word or two on this sub- 
ject. The purpose of criminal process 
is not to afford a remedy to an indi- 
vidual, or to obtain redress for an in- 
jury done to him. ‘The civil laws are 
for that purpose. A criminal prosecu- 
tion is for the public good, It has two 
great objects in view; first, the punish- 
ment of the offender; and secondly, 


the making of an example 
which will deter others from committing 
a like offense. If one commits a tert or 
wrong upon another which amounts to a 
crime the person injured may agree upon 
and receive compensation fer the personal 
gajury, reparation for his loss or damage 


_@astained, but he cannot compromise or 


gettle a crime against the public, and no 
satisfaction to the injured party would op- 
erate to prevent a prosecution or debar 
the’ grand jury from. investigating and 
taking such action as may seem proper, if 
any, for the public good. The sorrow 
which a crime brings, not only upon the 
criminal, but on the innocent, is often 
heartsrending, and the plea for mercy 
may touch the cords of human sympathy 
@nd set them vibrating to a tender note, 
Dut it may be as well for me, in the dis- 
‘charge of my conscientious duty as judge 
of this court, to sound a note of warning 
at least that those who may be temp- 
may beware; 
and understand that the public has .an 
interest in the supression of crime and the

ROSA BONHEUR’S STORY. 


The Famous Parisian Artist Has Just 
Published Her Memoirs. 
From The New York Commerciail-Adver-

Rosa Bonheur has fust published . her 
autobiography in Paris. It appears that 
before she took to painting she was ap- 
prenticed to a dressmaker. Then she be- 
gan coloring kaleidoscopic views. Her 
first picture was a bunch of cherries. Later 
on she made copies of the Louvre, where 
her strange costume and indepenlent airs 
won for her the nickname of “The Little 
Hussar.” P 

The ‘little Hussar’ grew rapidly. In 
1863 Rosa Bonheur exhibited the ‘Horse 
Fair,’’ which was bought by M. Gambard 
for 10,000 francs. It was exhivited in the 
United States and brought in 300,400 francs. 

“In 1858,"’ she says, “I houginat the prop- 
erty of By in the heart of the forest of 
Fontainebleau, where I still live today. 1 
gave 50,000 francs for tt, and built a bie 
studio. The emperor gave me permission 
to hunt in the forest around my own park. 
I lived there happily, receiving the visits 
of a few intimate friends, and working 
as well as I could. In 1865 [ was busy ore 
afternoon with my pictures. I had upon 
my easel the ‘Stags in the Long Rocher,’ 
when I ‘theard the cracking of a postilicn’s 
wiip and the rolling of a carriuge.

JOURNALISM IN GREECE. 


Some of the Newspapers of the Land 
of Homer. 


From The Philadelphia Public Lodger. 
The newspapers of Greece, the kingdom 
of George I, do not take very high rank 
in Europe, either in respect to their prog- 
ressive features or their extensive circula- 
tion. The standard size of a Greek paper 
is 1244x9 inches, and there are usually four 
pazes devoted to the discussion of political 
and theological matters, with an occasional 
reference to local occurrences, when ade- 
quate curroboration has heen obtained. 
Athens, the capital of Greece, has about 
the same population as Grand Rapids, 
Mich. The ancient Greek city maintains, 
however, nine daily newspapers, not one 
of which has more than 56,000 circulation. 
The names of these papers are themselves 
a fair indication of the solemnity which 
covers the periodical publication business 
in Greece. These are The Ora (The Hour), 
The Plinghenesia (Regeneration), Neai 
ldeai (New Ideas), Aion (The People), Toia 
(Morning) and Telegrafus (The Telegram). 
There are, moreover, in Athens two weekly 
papers published in the French language. 
The Journal d@’ Athenes and Le Messager 
dad’ Athenes. These two newspapers are de- 
signed especially for the enlightenment, 
instruction and perusal of tourists and res- 
ident diplomatists. The partiality of such 
diplomatists for a weekly newspaper pub- 
lished in a language other than Greek 
May pe understood when the fact is known 
that the title of the chief Athenian weekly 
newspaper is as follows: Epitheorisis Pilo- 
logika Kai Politiki.’’ The circulation of this 
journal isnot s0 extensive as its name 
would indicate, In. Corfu, a city larger 
than Athens, and which .does an. extensive 
commerce with foreign countries,. there is 
published the Amersliptos (The Voice), 
and in the town of Thipolis is published a 
journal with the odd title of the Provisional 
Voice. The town of Zante is chiefly known 
in the United States on account of its cur- 
rants, and it would be a not unreasonable 
inference that at least one of the two pa- 
pers published in Zante had a commercial 
or at least conventional title. But the 
Greeks a as in other litera- 
ture, are nothing if not serious, and so the 
publishers of these two papers call them, 
respectively, the Agon and Kipis. The Eng- 
lish equivalent of the former ig ‘““The Strug- 
gle;” of the latter, the English equivalent 
is “Hope.” There @ marked lack of 
originality in newspaper nomenclature in 
the Greek town of Pireus. it has three 
newspapers—one y, one weekly and one 
bi-weeKly. They @re published separately 
and, in fact, in Aereuttion to each other, 
and Cueir titles the Globe, the Hémis-

ENGLISH SEA GULLS. 


Something About These Most Interest- 
ing Birds. 


From The London Telegraph. 

The gulls bree4 in marshy places, some 
time at a considerable distance from the 
sea, returning to the coast as soon as 
the duties of Incubation are over and reap- 
pearing in the following spring. During 
the breeding season they become, to all 
intents and purposes, birds of the country, 
not only in their habitat, but in their hab- 
fts, and are to be reckoned in no small de- 
gree among the farmers’ friends. The 
number of their breeding places in Britain 
has diminished considerably within histuric 
times. Sir Thomas Browne tell us that in 
his day these birds were in such plenty 
about Hersey that “the country people 
some times brought them in carts to Nor- 
wich and sold them at small rates, and 
made use of their eggs in puddings.” The 
colony at Horsey was dispersed early in 
the century, and the cattle graze on its 
excellent pasture land, which has been 
formed by the draining of the marshes. 
The colony did not In a body seek a fresh 
breeding place, but spread themselves in 
small parties over the broads. Some came 
to nest at Rollesby for a few seasons, but 
the erection there of the Yarmouth water- 
works, it is said, disturbed them and even- 
tually drove them away. 

Of all then new colonies the most suc- 
cessful has been that at Hoveton, not far 
from Wroxham, the well-known yachting 
center, where they bred intermittently till 
184, when as many as thirty nests were 
hatched off. From that date of the colony 
may be said to have settled there perma- 
nently, and they have been sonsistently 
protected. Some, doubtless, went‘to the 
noted breeding place at Scoulton mere, 
probably the largest in the kingdom— 
known, Iike the vanished one at Horsey, 
to Sir Thomas Browne, who, when treating 
of these birds, wrote to Merritt that “great 
plenty thereof have bred about Scoulton 
mere and from thence sent to London.” 
And at this placed they have bred from time 
immemorial. 

The village of Scoulton lies on the high 
road between Watton and Norwich, and 
not far from the village is the famous 
mere, some two miles round, in the middle 
of which is a large, swampy island, with a 
thick growth of spear grass and reeds and 
bearing a few willows. About the middle 
of February the birds begin to come in 
and the stream of immigration continues 
for about three weeks, when the nesting 
commences. Not that a nest, in the ordin- 
ary sense of the word, is always built—at 
any rate at Scoulton—for the eggs are some 
times deposited in a hollow on the ground. 
Generally, however, there is some kind of 
a nest of sedges, reed tops and withered 
grass. The birds begin to lay in April. 
if the weather is mild, and as soon as they 
have fairly settled down the eggs are gath- 
ered for the market, and some times as 
many as 2,000 have been taken in one day. 
When the birds are in full laying and have 
been left from Friday until Monday urdis- 
turbed, over 3,000 eggs have been collected. 
No more than three are laid the first time. 
though if these are taken the birds will 
lay again; but in the second and third 
clutch there are rarely more than two. 

During the breeding season the birds 
spread over the country in search of food, 
following the plough. picking up grubs and 
worms turned up by the share. One ie 
glad to know that the farmers have remem- 
bered their feathered friends. Lubbock. 
in his “Fauna of Norfolk,”’ says that now 
and then a year of jubilee is civen, when 
no eggs are taken, and that on one occa- 
sion the eggs were spared at the instance 
of the neighboring farmers, who justly 
valued the services of these birds fn the 
destruction of grubs, etc. As soon as the 
young birds can fly the colony breaks up, 
and its members defiart to the coast. where

Joha A. Murrell, the most famous bandit 
and murderer ever Known in America, has 
been dead for more than a generation, but 
his nalne is stlil a power in many staces. 

Years ago I visited a big plantation on 
the Alabama river, and in the course of 
my evening talks with my host something 
was said about Murrell and his gang. 

“He was a Napoieonic man,’’ said the 
planter, “and if he had directed his ener- 
gies and talents into a difierent cuannel 
it is probable that he would have risen to 
honorable distinction.

THE WEST END SCHOOL 


HAS A HIGH STANDARD 


WEST END SCHOOL. 


One of the most recent schools to be or- 
ganized as a part of the Atlaata school 
system is tle one that is situated at West 
End, and its history is identified. with the 
history of that settlement. 

It was not long after that interesting 
place became a fact that the promoters of 
it saw that a school was necessgry to the 
well being of their neighborhood, and they 
organized the one that is now part of the 
Atlanta educational system. 

The founders of this school built deep 
and well, and the present condition of the 
institution tells of the thoroughness of 
their work. 

As the suburh of the city grew, the school 
kept pace with ‘it, and in 1894, when it be- 
came a part of Atlanta the school was 
found in_ spite of the high standard 
of the other schools in Atlanta, to be a 
valuable addition. 

The school was organized as a grammar 
and a high school, and it carried its schol- 
ars to a grade equal to the next to the 
highest of the Boys’ High school in At- 
lanta. Naturally, with the privilege of 
turning its boys and girls over to such ex- 
cellent institutions as the two high schools 
which this city possesses, there was no 
advantage in keeping up this high grade, 
and the school accepted the eight grade 
system which is in vogue with the others. 

The teachers, including its present prin- 
cipal, came into Atlanta and went through

the formality of the examination, which 
the laws of. the educational department 
require, and were elected to their old 
positions. Then the school began the ca- 
reer of an Atlanta public school and has 
fully kept up with the others in the city. 

With the lowering: of the grades, how- 
ever, it was not at once adjusted to the 
Atlanta system, and it will not be until 
the next session of the school that an en- 
tire equilibrium will be found. Some of 
the scholars of even the sixth grade were 
found advanced enough to enter the high 
school at the time of the change, and the 
carefulness with which they had been 
taught was well illustrated by. some of 
them taking honors in the high sckools in 
Atlanta. 

Indeed, by this standard the school rec- 
ord is a proud one; in a single year five 
of the ten honors in the Boys’ High school 
and two in the Girls’ were conferred upon 
old West End scholars. 

The graduating class, or eighth grade, of 


the school this year is necessarily small, 
by reason of their ability to turn so many 
of the scholars over to the senior schools 
before they reached it, and only some sev- 
enteen are today in it, but next year the 
class will be much larger. 

The building of the West End school is 
a good one. The two parts of it were 
built at different times—one when the 
school was started and the other when it 
grew to such dimensions that it required 
more room-to accommodate the increas- 
ing number of scholars. The foundation 
was built with such an increase in view. 
and is exceptionally strong. Large cellars 
are underneath the building, and with very 
little alteration would be habitable rooms. 
At present they are used to store the bi- 
cycles which some of the scholars use to 
ride to school on, and a system of check- 
ing has been arranged by the principal. 

This gentleman is Professor A. E. Man, 
and there Is no more interesting person in 
the school system than he. Resigning his 
flourishing private institution in (North 
Atlanta, he took charge of the West End 
school when it was not a part of the At- 


-lanta system and perfected the already 


high standard of the institution. 

He had charge of the high school depart- 
ment and of the grammar, and every year 
was graduated a set of scholars that any 
school and any pricipal might well be 
proud. Now, as has been said, the grad- 
vates are bringing honor to their school 
as well as the high schools in town. 

He is surrounded by a corpse of teach- 
ers that is very valuable to the institution. 
They are Messrs. Hale, Battle, Petry, 
Garcia, Gibbs, Magee, and Miss Harnerd, 
teaching the first grade, Miss Davies be- 
ing the assistant principal. All save one 
of them came into the Atlanta system 
with the coming of the school. 

As to the scholars themselves—of which 
there are almost four hundred—they are 
what one would expect who knows West 
End or its history. 

The place was built up as a residence 
portion entirely, and the homes there are 
among the prettiest and finest in town. 
Many of the best known names in Atlan- 
ta’s history are to be found there, and the 
children of these citizens gather under 
the school roof and have their life to- 
gether. It is the closest tie between these 
children, who would be more or less inti- 
mate without it. They are to a certain ex- 
tent one family, and their home in com- 
mon is found in their school. : 

Their relation, therefore, is unusually 
cordial, and their teachers’ lot particularly 
pleasant. The efforts that are required 
to maintain order and discipline are slight 
ones, and mary of the duties that teachers 
in other schools feel incumbent to take 
upon themselves are only visible here to 
the slightest extent. 

Nothing further need be said about the 
scholarship. There is certainly no reason 
to believe that it will not in the future be 
as high as in the past. The same efforts, 
the same devotion and abilities that have 
created it are now expended to keen it, 
and in saying it will be the same As before 
is certainly praising it enough. 

West End school is surrounded by pe- 
cullar conditions, that are, to some extent, 
conducive to good work and high scholar- 
ship, but it can safely be said the result 
far exceeds even exaggerated expectations.

THE MORTGAGES 


‘E, A. Richards Returns from New 
York With Securities, 


CALLS ON ANDERSON TODAY 


He Makes a Proposition To Straighten 
Out Certain Affairs of the Southern 
Mutual Building and Loan Associa- 
tton—He Says He Has Not Seen or 
Heard from Hale. 


Mr. E. A. Richards returned this morn- 
ing from New York, where he has been 
for the past few days on important busi- 
Mess. With him Mr. Richards brought 197 
$5 debentures of the Southern Mutual Build- 
ing and Loan Association, which he return- 
ed to Receiver Anderson. These deben- 
‘ures were found by Mr. Richards in the 
“ew York desk of Mr. Hale. They were 
prepared to be issued to the Iowa Life In- 
Surance Company, but the latter company 
would not take them, so they have been 
idle in Hale’s New York desk ever since. 

In returning Mr. Richards does so to 
make a proposition to the receivers of the 
association here regarding a return of 
$111,000 in mortgages which are held by 
the lowa Life Insurance Company. Mr. 
Richards acts in the capacity of a special 
agent from the life insurance company and 
is authorized to return the mortgages upon 
a receipt being given for them by the re- 
ceiver... The insurance company does not 
ask anything from the association for the 
return of the mortgages except a clear re- 
ceipt, which will release them from any 
further connection in the matter. 

The matter regarding the mortgages and 
the advancement made upon them by the 


insurance company to President Hale has | 
been satisfactorially settled by Hale him- | 


self, and all that now remains to be done 
is for the mortgages to be returned and 
receipted for. 

WHAT RICHARDS PROPOSES. 

Mr. Richards proposes to return $25,000 at 
once; $25,000 by the first of July, and the 
remaining $51,000 by the end of the present 
year. 

The reason that these mortgages cunnot 
all be returned at once is that they are on 
deposit with the state treasurer of lowa 
as a reserve fund, and they cannot be re- 
moved unless good and approved security 
for the mortgages are placed in their 
stead. 

Mr. Richards states that the insurance 
company has the absolute prerogative in 
the matter and that the association can do 
nothing more than accept the terms of the 
proposition. He met the receivers in con- 
ference this morning regarding the matter, 
but it will have to be presented to the 
court for approval before anything can 
be done. 

In a letter which Mr. Richards found in 
Hale's New York desk was a trust deed 
conveying to. himself.all-of the property. of 
Hale, which he valued at between $35,000 
and $40,000. 

WILL ARR“NGE HALE’S AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Richards is authorized to take charge 
of his property and settle all of Hale’s 
Indebtedness at once. He estimates that 
his indebtedness to.the Southern Mutual 
Building and Loan. Association would not 
reach over $4,300, which amount Mr. Rich- 
ards is instructed to settle out of the first 
proceeds from the sale of the property 
turned over to him. 

Mr. Richards is of the opinion that the 
property will fully cover Mr. Hale's lia- 
bilities and that every one will be satisfied 
in full. 

Aside from the letter in the desk, Mr. 
Richards declares that he has not heard 
one word fiom Hale since he ieft Atlanta, 
and that he has not the slightest idea as 
to the whereab4uts of the missing building 
and lodn man. He is of the opinion that 
Mr. Hale became frightened over the Iowa 
Life transaction, and fearing prosecution 
skipped out and left his agents to settie 
the matter. 

Mr. Richards will be in Atlanta until 11:50 
o'clock tonight, when he wiil return to 
New York. 

WHERE *S MR. HALE? 

When seen this morning, Mrs. 
Hale said: 

“I do not know where Mr. Hale is. He 
iid not return to town this morning, as 
was reported.” 3 

“Do you know when he will return to 
the city?” 

“I do not,”’ she quickly replied. 

So the whereabouts of Mr. Hale are not 
yet known.

OF “AINAUM” 


Third Case Ever Heard of Ig in 
Atlanta, 


SELF AMPUTATION OF TOE 


— 


The Strange Disease Is Troubling a 
Negro Woman-—Strange Case of Skin 
Ossification Never Before Known to 
Medical Science Is Reported. 


Dr. Bernard Wolff, the specialist, has 
discovered the only case of “alnhum” ever 
reported from Georgia.: In fact, only three 
cases have been reported in the United 
States, one from Louisiana, one 
North Carolina and one from this state. 

And what is ainhum? 

It is the self amputation of one’s little 
toe. The disease is confined exclusively to 
negroes, and has tts origin in Brazil. 

In this instance the disease afflicted a 
negro woman, who applied to the Southern 
Medical college for treatment. The disease 
has been in progress for thirty years and 
one of the toes on the right foot had al- 
ready amputated itself. 

This disease is a peculiar one and mani- 
fests itself by a slightly preceptible con- 
traction of the flesh just above the root 
of the toe, which deepens as the disease 
progresses until finally it absorbs the cn- 
tire bone of the toe and the end hangs on 
like a tassel or a round plump acorn at- 
tached by a slender skin. 

As the disease develops the ring of com- 
pression becomes intensely hard and firm 
and gradually covers the root of the joint 
until it expels the upper flesh. 

Dr. Wolff says the solution. he has for 
this strange disease is that the negro hav- 
ing flat feet, the ball of the foot is there- 
by pressed upon the ground, receiving a 
severe shock with each motion, which grad- 
ually diseases the outer member. 

Dr. Wolff furthermore states that ‘‘ain- 
hum’’. produces no inconvenience to the 
possessor of so rare a disease, unless the 
tne becomes folded under the foot and the 
walker treads upon himself. 

By a slight operation the pall of bone- 
less flesh is clipped off, and but little pain 
is experienced and very little blood is 
spilled. 

ANOTHER PECULIAR CASE. 

Another disease of unusual peculiarity has 
been discovered by this specialist, which 
is unknown to medical science. 

The case is coafined to a young girl of 
fifteen years, and is of the nature of ossi- 
fication of the skin. The flesh and bone 
has remained untouched by the hardening 
process, but a band of skin reaching from 
the middle finger to the shoulder, and one 
from the middle toe on one leg, ascending 
to the groin, has become like bone, so 
hard and unresponsive is it to the soften- 
ing process. The face of the patient has 
also become affected with the disease, and 
gradually the girl is being encased in an 
unassailable sheath of imperishable hard- 
ness. 

Such cases as these are engaging the 
thoughtful world, inasmuch as they are 
too rare and unusual to meet with ordi- 
nary remedies.

SOLDIER BOYS 


Few people seem to realize the differ- 
ence between the State Volunteer force and 
the state militia, but the two are as widely 
separated as are the United States regu- 
lars and the velunteers. 

Tne state treops, or volunteer forces, are 
composed of all the military companies in 
the state. The men are duly enlisted for 
one year each and are subject to regular 
military duty when called upon by the gov- 
ernor. The volunteer forces of all the 
states in the union compose the 'aticnal 
guard, and this guard may be culled upon 
by tho president, but only through the gov- 
ernors of the states. 

The state militia coysists of every man 
between the ages of 16 and 45 who is physi- 
cally able to shoulder a gun. As is well 
known the state is divided into militia dis- 
tricts. For instance Atlanta is composed 
of two militia districts, the 1234th end the 
1026th. These districts were organized mi ny 
years ago when the Indians infested this 
country and when the people were in con- 
stant dread of an uprising. 

It was the custom for the militiamen, as 
they were known, to meet every few 
months and drill. On these occasions corn 
stalks, fence rails and, in fact, anything 
that was handy was used and the scenes 
which were enacted were sometimes ludi- 
crous in the extreme. Many interesting 
and amusing accounts of the meetings of 
the militia may be found among the writ- 
ings of the early authors of this country. 

It was the custom and the law is stili to 
be found in the code of this state, io elect 
the officers of these companies by a 
vote of the people but it is doubtful if this 
law would apply at the present time, when 
one of the requisites of a military com- 
mander is-to be thorovghly famillar with 


the tactics. 


A NEW WIRE GUN. 

The Army and Navy Gazette, of London, 
describes the new 9.2-inch wire gun, which 
is now being furnished to the British army, 
as follows: 

“Five new land-service 9-2-inch wire guns 
of special pattern are now being completed 
in the gun factories of the Royal arsenal 
at Woolwich. They are the longest guns, in 
point of number of calibers, that have ever 
been built by the British government, be- 
ing 445 inches in length—only one-half inch 
less than the 12-nich guns of forty-six tons 
—or 48% calibers over all. While upon the 
lathes. which have been put up in the re- 
cently erected shops, these guns look very 
remarkable, as their diameter outside is 
small, and one,almost expects to see them 
lowered into the shrinking fits in order to 
have another jacket passed over the 
breech. This reduction’ of diameter Is ex- 
traordinary. It has. of course, been ob- 
tained by a vast extension of the employ- 
ment of wire in their construction. We 
only trust that the authorities are not go- 
ing too far in this direction; at present it 
seems as if the whole substance of. the new 
guns was being mado up of wire. We un- 
derstand that a distinction is being made 
betweeg, the land-service and sea-service 
9,.2-inch guns in this respect, the latter be- 
ing wired al along the tube, or ‘tube- 
wired,’ as it is called, while the guns now 
under consideration are not treated in this 
way. It will be remembered that the Pow- 
erful and Terrible have four 9-2-inch guns 
of the new pattern. They are 4 feet 1 inch 
less in length than the land-service weapon. 

“The rifling of these guns increases from 
0 to a sharp pitch at the muzzle, so that 
there is a complete revolution of the 
grooves within the bore. The view of the 
spiral from the breech is very curious. The 
breech gear is similar to that of the 12-inch 
wire guns, except that more gun metal is 
used in its construction and, instead of a 
hand wheel, there is a winch handle for 
vpening and clesing with a heavy gun- 
metal ball to balance it upon the opposite 
side of the spindle. The firing gear, which 
is both for percussion and electric systems, 
has separate locks for each system of the 
simplest character, which can be adjusted 
or detached in a moment. 

The initial, or rather muzzle, velocity of 
the sea-service 9.2-inch gun of the new pat- 
tern is 2,347 foot seconds, with a total muz- 
zle energy of 14,520 foot tons, but the extra 
4 feet 1 inch of the bore in the land-service 
gun will enormously enhance the value of 
these features, as a large quanity of cor- 
dite can be consumed before the projectile 
leaves the muzzle of the weapon. 

‘‘We understand it has definitely been de- 
cided to adopt the improved 9.2-inch gun 
as a medium between the 6-inch cuick-firer 
and the 12-inch, 46-ton wire gun, and that 
the manufacture of further 10-inch wire 


guns will not be proceeded with at present, : 


at least for naval service. This is a most 
sound principle to adopt, as the fewer 
classes of gun there are, the easler it is to 
reduce the quantity of stores and gear 
which are indispensable for their repair and 
maintenance on board ship, and the less

Frank Crapp, the receiver for the George

“Mr. Crapp will prove every assertion in 
h® petition,” said Colonel Daley this morn- 
ing, “and this effort to bring criminal 
prosecution will have no effect in the de- 
velopments in the case. The whole mat- 
ter will be sifted in Judge Bloodworth’s 
court next Saturday and theré may be 
some very interesting developments.” 

Mallard has proceeded against Cra)p for 
swearing falsely, as he alleges, because he 
made damaging charges against the Manu- 
facturers’ Mutual Insurance Company in 
a petition asking for a receiver for the 
company. As stated in The Evening Con- 
stitution Saturday Mallard swore out the 
warrant for perjury and Crapp was placed 
under arrest. He gave bond immediately.

A bill before the Tegislature of Missouri 
provides for the utilizing of idle convicts fn 
reclaiming swamp land in the southeastern 
part of the state.

He 
proposes to fine them every time they 
throw a piece of baggage from a car door 
to the platform instead of gently transfer- 
ring it to a truck only a few inches lower 
than the bottom of the car. 


Maine is agitated over the propeseda 
changes in the game laws, shortening the 
open season for deer hunting and allowing 
only the single month of November for 
killing moose and caribou. It is also pro- 
posed to compel all guides and owners of 
camps to take out licenses and report any 
violations of the game laws.

FALLIGANT’S GAARGE. 


OPENS COURT IN SAVANNAH WITH 
STIRRING WORDS, 


He Speaks of the Alleged Election 
Frauds and on Gambling and the 
Habit of Carrying Conceal- 
ed Weapons. 


Savannah, Ga., March 1. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

The March term ot the superior court 
opened this morning and Judge Robert Fal- 
ligant delivered a forcible charge to the 
grand jury. He was very impressive and 
earnest and aroused the jury to a Keen 
sense of their duty. ; 

He charg-d the jury with the fact that the 
skies were lurid with charges of corruption 
and bribery in the January municipal elec- 
tion, saying that it was openly talked 
about that men stood undisguised on the 
streets with money to purchase votes. He 
characterized it as a most disgraceful state 
of affairs he ever heard of and. impressed 
the jury with the conscientious sense of 
their duty, conipelling them to make rigid 
investigations into this alleged rottenness. 

He declared that the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the elective franchise guaranteed 
by the constitution ought not to be pros- 
tituted by unscrupulous and mercenary 
candidates for office. 

Judge Falligent next touched upon gamb- 
ling, especially of that phase practically 
protected by the law which was a prolific 
source of crime and encourages young men 
to rob their employers to carry on these 
nefarious games of chance. 

As to carrying concealed weapons the 
judge said that in the developments of the 
past few months men garbed with au- 
thority to preserve the peace have in their 
moments when off duty filled themselves 
with liquor, drew ready weapons and killed 
men. ; 

He thanked the petty jury of last term 
for their fearless verdict in convicting such 
offenders of manslaughter. He strongly 
urged the enforcement of the law against 
carrying concealed weapons, which he con- 
sidered was the most dangerous practice 
people indulged in.

Bill To Dispose of the Forfeited Drug 
Amended To Prevent Its Be- 
ing Sold. 

San Francisco, March 1.—News comes 
from Mexico that a big slice of the hoid- 
ings of the Blythe estate, in that country, 
has reverted to the government and that 
the remainder of the Mexican property is 
in imminent danger of forfeiture. 

The trouble, it is said, ts due to a fallure 
on the part of Blythe and his heirs to colo- 
nize the lands according to the terms of 
the original grant.

Key West is not only the most southerly 
point of the United States, except some 
islets a few miles out into the gulf stream 
from here, but it is also the,most isolated 
place of its size or anything approaching 
its pcpulation. There ar: western mining 
camps and Alaskan towns that get mail 
less frequently, but here is a city of nearly 
20,00) inhabitants, with fine governmont 
buildings, great shipping interests, daily 
newspapers, and manifold business affai-s, 
the capital of a Florida county and with 
mail ‘from the United States but twice a 
week, The people do not rest content 
under it. All very well it might be, they 
Say, for an antipodean town, put not for 
one within the limits of the United States. 

One result of the spasmodic mail service 
is that all business an much social life 
is arranged in harracny with it. The mail 
stcamer is scheduled to arrive at 3 p. m. 
every Tuesday and Friday, having sailed 
from Port Tampa at 10 the evening be- 
fore. Ali Key West devotes its attention 
on steamer day to waiting for the mail, 
beginning’ that task soon after noon by 
scauning the horizon for the first ¢lirapse 
of the expected craft. Last Friday the 
boat did not arrive until nearly midnight, 
having been compelled to go around by 
way of the Dry Tortugas on account of 
the storm, wHich made the regular channel 
unsafe where the bars make {ft shallow 
end narrow. But, with the boat nine 
hours late, the population continue) to 
watch, business virtually being interrupted 
for that time. 

After the steamer is in pubif<: interest 
centers at the pcstoffice, where crowds 
wait for ‘the distribution of the heavy 
semi-weckly mails.

Only One Cretan Is Now Left in New | 


York.

It is doubtful if there is now more than 
a single Cretan in the city of Néw York. 
A month ago there was a dozen or more, 
but they have all sailed for Greece to take 
part im the struggle for liberty. The one 
exception will sail within the next few 
days, and in all America, Greece and Crete 
combined, there is no patriot more ardent 
than he. His name is Michael Orfanos, 
and he has just arrived from Sam Fran- 
cisco on his way to the scene of the war. 
He is a tall, fine looking, gray haired man 
about 60 years old. Orfanos is a veteran 
of the last revolution, when he held the 
rank of captain. 

Never has his hatred of the Turk been 
so strong as it is now, for within the lact 
f>w days he has learned that his wife, his 
father and his mother, his five brothers 
and four sisters have all been foully mur- 
dered by the Mussulmans in Crete. Ac- 
cording to New York Greeks who have 
large experience of the ways of the Turk, 
such occurrences are not unusual even in 
times of peace, if there ever be such im 
Crete. The Turks view the Christian Cre- 
tans with fear and jealousy. The Cretans 
are, as a general rule, vastly superior to 
the average Turk physically and mentally. 
and the latter are haunted by constant 
dread lest these stalwart young men may 
grow up, become soldiers and throw off 
the Moslem yoke. To obviate this danger 
it is common for the Turks to waylay 
promising young Cretans and break their 
limbs or mutilate them in such a manner 
that they can never become efficient and 
dangerous soldiers. 

There are about 2,000 Greeks in New 
York. Ten years ago there were not half 
a dozen. They are chiefly engaged in the 
fruit trade. The wealthy ones are candy 
merchants and florists. They congregate 
in cafes om the East side, where they drink 
non-intoxicants, smoke big Turkish pipes 
and taik war. Rich and poor are equally 
excited over the revolution, and agree in 
the belief that ifethe powers do not inter- 
fere they cam whip the Turk single-handed. 

The dearest wish of Cretans and Greeks 
alike is to be united under the government 
of Greece, but they would like to bring 
about this consumption by the power of 
the sword. When Captain Orfanos read im 
the papers that the troubles would proba- 
bly be settled by the powers without a 
fight, he wept at the idea of being disap- 
pointed of his righteous revenge.

Consul General Lee has demanded that 
George Washington Scott, an American, 
under arrest in Cuba, be turned over to the 
elvil jurisprudence of the island for trial. 
This action was taken in accordance with 
instructions sent to the consul general by 
Secretary Olney immediately after the for- 
mer official reported that, as a result of 
representations, Captain General Weyler 
had ordered the release of the prisoner 
from the state of incommunicado in which 
he had been placed from the time of his 
arrest. 

' General Lee has been directed to press his 
demands that the provisions of the protocol 
and treaty between the United States and

Indictments Against Otis 0. Smith and 
W. C. Hale Are Expected 
Tomorrow.

THE “JUDGE'S POINTED CHARGE 


Some of the Recent Financial Sensa- 
tions Will Now Receive the Earnest 
Attention of the Law—An Investiga- 
tion Which Will Be Closely Watched 
by the Community. 


The case of Otis O. Smith will probably 
come up before the grand jury for con- 
sideration tomorrow morning and there 
will likely be two interesting features look- 
ed into. One will be the charge of embez- 
zlement against Smith and the other the 
settlement by which he was released. 

Smith was placed in jail on a warrant 
sworn out by H. H. Cabaniss, as president 
of the Southern Security and Banking 
Company, charging him with embezzle-’ 


| | ment, which is a felony. After remainin 
Here he' will be kept indefinitely, as no | ‘ ‘ 


in prison for two or three days he was re- 
leased and the warrant withdrawn. 

The company makes no secret of the 
fact that Smith was released upon the 
payment of about $2,250 in settlement of 
the amount which he was short. Smith, or 
his friends, also paid $1,500 to Messrs. J. W. 
English, Jr., and H. L. English in settle- 
ment of the amounts he owed them. The 
warrant, however, under whicl. Smith was 
arrested was sworn out by the president of 
the Southern Security and Banking Com- 
pany and it will be upon this warrant and 
its withdrawal for a money @onsideration 
that the grand jury will act if it decides 
that a felony has been compounded. 

There seems to be but little doubt that 
Smith will be indicted for embezzlement, 
but it may be difficult to arrest him, as 
he has now probably got beyond the reach 
of the officers of the law. This fact will 
doubtless be the reason why the grand 
jury may feel called upon to make a close 
investigation of the settlement ‘feature of 
the case, 

In fact, Judge Lumpkin’s charge.to the 
grand jury’ will have considerabie weight 
with the jury in this direction. 

The Hale case will also come up for con- 


nm 


sideration. 
JUDGE LUMPEKIN’S CHARGE. 
Under Judge Lumpkin’s charge to. the 


grand jury this morning, Otis Smith and 


W. C. Hale will be indicted. 

It is impossible for this body to do oth- 
erwise if they follow the instructions of 
the court. 3 

In soleIan and tragic tones Judge Lump- 
kin did all but call the names of Smith 
and Hale. 3 

He gave them the title of A and B, and 
said that while they had settled as far as 
the parties were concerned, that they had 
not settled with the public and with the 
law. 

He said that they were still guilty of the 
offense alleged until proved otherwise be- 
fore a court of justice. 3

that he has settled, of will probably settle, 
the matter with the prosecutor without 
more. I feel it my duty to say a word or 
two on this subject. The purpose of crim- 
inal process is not to afford a remedy to an 
individual, or to obtain redress for an in- 
jury done to him. The civil laws are for 
that purpose. A criminal prosecution is 
for the public good. It has two 
great objects in view: first the 
punishment of the offender; and _ sec- 
ondly, the making of an _ example 
which will deter others from committing 
a like offense. If one commits a tert or 
wrong upon another which amounts to a 
crime the person injured may agree upon 
and receive compensation for the personal 
injury, reparation for his loss or damage 
sustained, but he cannot compromise or 
settle a crime against the public, and no 
satisfaction to the injured party would op- 
erate to prevent a prosecution or debar 
the grand jury from. investigating and 
taking such action: as-may ‘seem proper, if 
any, for the public good. The sorrow 
which a crime brings, not only upon the 
but on the innocent, is often 
and the plea for mercy 


criminal, 
heart-rending, 
may touch the cords of human sympathy 
and set them vibrating to a tender note, 
but it may be as well for me, in the dis- 
charge of my conscientious duty as judge 
of this court, to sound a note of warning 
at least that those who may be temp- 
ed to break the law may beware; 
and understand that the public has an 
interest in the supression of crime aad the 
punishment of a criminal, as well as the 
individual who may suffer from its conse- 
quences. I say this from a sincere sense 
of duty. I believe that a judge in charging 
a grand jury is not confined alone to giving 
detail charges as to sections of the code, 
but that it is not out of place for him to 
give a word of admonition or a word of 
warning that those who may stagger by 
the wayside may take heed lest they fall 
and that they may know that their fall is 
attended with serious consequences.

The President of the Street Ratlroad

s ooo. Knoxville, Tenn., March 1. 
Special to The Evening Constftutien. ‘ 
Knoxville has had today what she has 
never seen before—a riot in the streets, The 
trouble, which !s of a very serious nature, 
cam.e up over the street railway litigation, 
which has been in the courts for the past 
two years. A portion of Depot street, be- 
tween Jecksboro and Gay, is the bone of 


contention. This street is held by the 
Knoxville street railway in the interest cf 
J. Simpson Africa. 

The Citizens’ railway wants a track on 
this street, but all thcir past attempts 
have proved failures. This morning Con- 
tractor John Shea, with two hundred la- 
borers, appeared on the scene just at day- 
light, and put his men to work tearing up 
the ground parallel with the Knoxville 
street railway tracks. The dolice stopped 
the work under the ordinance that no work 
shall be done on streets during the winter 
months. 

THE FIGHT STARTS. 

Shea claimed that he had an injunction 
from the United States court, preventing 
the city from interfering with tne work. 
Mayor Hoiskell ordered the police ito stop 
the work. As fast as they stopped cne 
man others would begin. Finally the police 
became powerless and the fire department 
was called out. 

The firemen began to throw water on the 
men and this precipitated a fierce riot. "A 
negro attempted to cut the hose and was 
prevented by Chief McIntosh. Auother ne- 
gro struck the chief over the head with a 
pick handle, whereupon Lieutenant Hood, 
of the police department, shot the negro. At 
this the crowd became enraged and an 
attempt was made to lynch the oilicer, but 
he stood the crowd off till assistance ar- 
rived.

Renfert remonstrated and said that he 
would report the outrage to the consul, 
but this was greeted with jeers and taunts.

“Your big, big man in Washing.on ig our 
friend and he will net let Lee say too 
much!” 

Renfert’s house was repeatedly stoned 
that night and he has since been compelled 
to close it. When he ventures out his 
Spanish neighbors significantly draw their 
hands across their throats to signify what 
his fate will be {f he keeps up his present 
stand. 

Over twenty-five men, women and girls 
have disappeared from Guanunbacoa the 
past week. On Friday seven bodies of wo- 
men and men were found in an old well 
not a quarter of a mile from the sentry 
post on Ceptio street, near the outskirts. 
Three were identified as those of merchants 
who disappeared ten days ago. Une of the 
women’s bodies was that of a Cuban school 
teacher who had been warned two weeks 
ago that she was teaching the children too 
much. She disappeared two days later. 

The other bodies were not identi‘led. All 
were hacked in the most barbarous man- 
ner. The bodies of the women showed 
signs of revolting treatment, presumably 
sustained before being killed. 

A young Cuban girl named Teresa Maria 
Sandora is in hiding at Guanubacoa, 
having escaped from an. officer's house 
where she had been kept for three duys 
with many men and exposed to the foulest 
mistreatment. She says she was abducted 
and carried to the residence of a prominent 
Spanish officer under the grade of tiajor, 
where she was stripped and kept on ex- 
hibit for his friends. She was neaten whcn 
she resisted, and was comnipelled to remain 
up for them at all times of the day and 
night. She finally aroused the pity of a 
young lieutenant and escaped. She will 
try to get to the ,United States, fcering 
that she will be killed if recaptured, Two 
of her relatives have been arrested on 
suspicion that they know where she is. 

A mob of Havana volunteers hooted and 
yelled in front of General Lee’s residence 
in Havana for several hours last night. 
General Lee was not at home, nor any 
member of his family. Finally some effi- 
clals at the palace were notilied and the 
police were sent to disperse the mob. The 
eensor earnestly requested that no men- 
tion he made of it. ¢ 

When General Lee learned of the effair 
he said that it didn’t amount to anything.

Yesterday morning at about half-past 4 
o'clock the citizens of this erstwhile quiet 
place were startled by the cry of ‘“‘fire!" 
and arousing from their slumbers looked 
out to see a block of four buildings enve- 
loped in flames. 

The fire originated in the variety store 
of Mr. J. H. Garrett and swept away his 
stock of about $1,200 or $1,500 without the 
saving of a penny. 

Mr. Garrett had no insurance and his 
stock constituted his entire possessions. 
The loss falls heavily upon him and he has 
the sympathy of the public. 

Adjoining Garrett’s store was that of 
Mr. A. J. Helton, which stock he had 
just invoiced at $3,576.56, and filed an ap- 
plication for $1,200 additional insurance, he 
having insurance on his stock to the 
amount of $1,500. The building was Mr. 
Helton’s and it, with the stock, was a com- 
plete loss. Nothing was saved from the 
building. 

THE FLAMES ADVANCE. 

The next victim was Mr. W. W. Heaton, 
whose stock was worth about $5,000, besides 
the building worth $600 or $700. On the 
latter he carried insurance to the amount 
of $500, while the stock was insured for 
$2,500. Of Heaton’s stock some $1,200 or $1,5.¢ 
worth was saved. 

The next building was owned by Mrs. 
Ada Aderhold and was occupied by Mrs. 
J. R. Latimer with a stock worth about 
$1,600, with no insurance on either the 
stock or building; but there was recovered 
frcm the fire about 75 or 80 per cent of the 
goods, 

Mr. P. A. Smith, a traveling photog- 

rapher, whose tent was pitched by Mr. 
Garrett’s store, sustained a loss of about 
$200. : 
But for the heroic efforts of the people, 
the entire business portion of the town 
would have been swept away. Just across 
the street was Mr. F. A. Little, the post- 
office, Dr. Goulding’s drug store and a 
couple of vacant storerooms, as well as 
one on the same side of the street south of 
the fire. 

All of the last mentioned buildings caught 
fire repeatedly and were saved only by 
persistent and heroic work by fhe people. 

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The fire, it is believed, was of incendiary 
origin. It is thought that the houses were 
robbed and then fired. Sheriff Bullard, at 
Buchanan, being telegraphed for, came 
with his dogs and trailed a negro named 
Ike Morris to his home in Bremen. 

Some one was heard running away 
through the woods just about the time the 
fire was discovered and the dogs being 
put upon the trail followed it to Bremen to 
Ike Morris’s house. 

He was arrested and confessed being in 
Waco Saturday night at 12 o’clock, but de- 
nied any knowledge of the fire. 

Another regro, said to be a gambler and 
generally bad character, and seen with 
Norris Saturday night, was also arrested 
as a suspect and carried with Norris to 
the Buchanan jail Sunday evening. The 
commitment trial will occur there this 
moraing.

Among many busi- 
ness men ft is the custom to »pen und read 
“mail every Sunday so as to ret their busi- 
ness in shape for the coming weeF. 


POSTMASTER GENERAL HEARD FROM ! 


Dr. Holderby states that he has received 
a communication from the postmaster gen- 
eral who says that it is his rule to close 
postoffices in all cities where a majority 
of the church people reques@it. The cor- 
respondence is being carried on through 
Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, the agent for the 
observance of Sunday school law's at the 
national capital. He has written Dr. 
Holderby telling him how to proceed end 
has given it as his opinion that there will 
be\no trouble about having the postofilce 
closed on Sundays. 

The whole matter will be up as a special 
order at the next meeting of the Ministers’ 
Alliance and all the letters and other data 
will be laid before the association. 

In the meanfime some of the merchants 
may take a hand in the movement and 
make issue with the preachers.

Social Evil.” 


MARRIAGE LAWS REVIEWED 


They Lay All the: Blaméd at the Doors 
ef the Statutes of Georgia Reg- 
ulating Marriage. 


TO APPEAL TO THE LEGISLATURE 
\

The Alliance Discusses a Very Inter- 
esting Question an@, Adopts Some 
Reports and Resclutions—Dr. Haw- 
thorne Makes a Talk—The Ministers 
Must Be Protected by the Marriage 
Licenses—Other Matters. 


“What God hath joined together, let no 
man put asunder,” is a divine command 
which the ministers of Atlanta have dc- 
termined shall hereafter be more rigidly 
complied with by the civil laws if the voice 
of the pulpit has any weight with the 
powers that be in Georgia. 

“Divorces and the laxity of the mar- 
riage laws" was a very interesting question 
which came up before the Evangelical Min- 
isters’ Alliance at its regular monthly meet- 
ing this morning and some very sensational 
incidents were developed. 

At a previous meeting.a committee had 
made a report on the divorce laws in the 
state and the committee was instructed to 
make a supplemental report embracing the 
laxity of the marriage laws of Geort¥a, 
and the consideration of the entire matter 
postponed until this morning. 


DIVORCES TOO EASY. 
The original report gave some statistics 


as to the divorces granted in the state. It 
was shown that in Georgia there was one 
divorce applied for out of every eight to 
fifteen marriages, and in Fulton county 
a divorce was granted in one out of every 
100 marriages. It was rare that any 


vorce case was ever defended and a mar- 
riage was now regarded as a sort of tem- 


porary contract.’’ The cause of all this 
lay at the doors of the statutes. In 1850 
no divoree had been granted in Georgia ex- 
cept on scriptural grounds. The laws regu- 
lating divorces in this state were recited 
and it was contended that some of them, 
such as cruel treatment and drunkenness, 
were totally without rearon, and men were 
liable to take advantage of their own 
wrong and the law too easily misconstrued 
or loosely enforced, _ 

Following this report was the other in 
regard to the marriage laws. This was é 
most interesting paper prepared by Dr. J. 
L. D. Hillyer as follows: 

MATRIMONY IN GEORGIA. 

In compliance with the instructions of 
the Evangelical Ministers’ Alliance your 
committee submit the following recom- 
mendations as to our marriage laws: — 

1. We believe that the best interests 
of society require the marrying and 
giving in marriage, and it should be en- 
couraged. We should make the way to 
well-assorted wedlock as free as possi- 
ble, but would submit to.an enNghtened 
nublic sentiment the question, whether 
there may not be scmething done to 
make effective that feature of our laws 
that limits the age at which young peo- 
ple may marry without the consent of 
the parents or guardians. As the law 
stands it is practically inoperative. 

2. As a protection against the danger 
of doing wrong, we, as ministers of the 
gospel, would be glad if the law should 
be so amended as to require the ordina- 
ry to state in the face of the license 
that the parties are bzchelor, widower, 
spinster, widow or divorced person, as 
the case may be, and also that the par- 
ties are of lawful age. Inasmuch as 
Christian ministers generally have con- 
scientious scruples about marrying di- 

»vorced persons, and since they have no 

means at hand of going behind the li- 
cense, it is their right to require that 
their consciences should be prote ted by 
the license And. for sinister reasons 
they migt ‘Nish to be protected against 
becoming parties to the violation of tue 
statutes as to marriageable age. 

Your committee deems it unnecessary 
to burden this report with anything 
Tike an analysis of the marriage laws, 

Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, who was present, 
made a few remarks. He said he was ap- 
palled at the rapid growth of the evil of 
divorce and at the manner in which the 
great and holy institution of marriage 
was being undermined. South Carolina 
was the only one of the old thirteen states 
which today refuses to grant divorces ex- 
cept for the one reason named in the 
scriptures. Tie was when this was not so. 
“I wo rather put my right arm in the 
flames,’’ exclaimed the doctor earnestly, 
“and hold it there until it was burned to 
a crisp, than marry a man or woman who 
had been divorced save for the only cause 
recognized by the word of Almighty God!’ 

Dr. Holderby sgid that secret marriages 
were a great trouble to ministers. Many 
times they were asked tO marry a couple 
with the whispered injunction: “Don't tell 
this for six months.” 7 

Dr. Cleveland stated that bigantists need- 
ed looking ‘after.

He 
was philosophical and serene today. — 

Tho intimation thrown out was that if 
the New York republicans ultimately fail- 
ed to have representation in the cabinct it 
would be their own fault. and not that of 
the president-elect. I find, however, little 
disposition to pass the Empire State over 
merely because jneither Carnelus N. Bliss 
nor John J. McCook proved avail- 
able, but there is now almost a cer- 
tainty that the choice will not be made 
until the New York leaders confer with the 
major in Washington., 

The official statement given oyt this af- 
ternoon is that the New York cabinet mem- 
ber has not been decided upon. 

M’COOK CRITICISED. 

Privately, I hear the course of Colonel 
McCook criticised sharply. It is said his 
unwillingness to enter the cabinet except 
as attorney general may be made the 
ground of attacking the administration by 
giving encouragement to the idea that he 
was the candidate of the sugar trust and 
other trusts, and that when the department 
of justice could not be secured for him 
their activity ceased. 

The republican organization seems to be 
again pushing General Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, and his name is now most prominent- 
ly mentioned. General Woodford, it is 
stated here, will stifle his chagrin at being 
passed over the first time and accept a 
place in the cabinet without undertaking 
to designate what that place shall! be. 

A delegation of Pennsylvania politicians 
came to Canton today to urge the appoinf- 
ment of former Representative John B. 
Robinson, of Chester, Pa., as assistant sec- 
retary of the navy. They laid their case 
before Private Secretary Boyle, who prom- 
ised that it should reach the presidei-elect. 
Mr. Robinson came out for McKinley when 
Senator Quay waz in doubt. 

NO ROOSEVELT. 

The Keystone visitors learned that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, of New York, has no pros- 
pect of bécoming assistang secretary of the 
navy. They went away hopeful that their 
man would be selected. 

The Canton Troop, which is made up of 
Major McKinley’s townsmen, has decideé 
to go to Washington and act as the major's 
personal escort. Canton itself is arranging 
to pay its distinguished citizen a fine token 
of esteem as he departs to assume the du- 
ties of the president,

under which so many delegations passed 
during the campaign, wiil be freshly deco- 
rated and illuminated for the passing of 
the presidential party on Monday evening. 
There will also be a formal leave taking 
at the train. 

Major McKinley’s health is so far re- 
stored that his physician expects no incon- 
venience from the railroad journey. He

Continued from First Page, 
HISTORY OF THE TROUBLE. 

The history of the trouble between the 
Knoxville Street Railway Company and 
the Citizens’ Railway Company dates from 
last July a year ago, when the former com- 
pany was foreclosed and purchased by J. 
Simpson Africa, trustee of the Union Trust 
Company, of Philadelphia. 

At the same time W. G. McAdoo, Jr., 
purchased what was known as the Rapid 
Transit line, an almost parallel line extend- 
ing from the city to Lake Ottossee, a re- 
sort three miles out. 

McAdoo had formerly been president and 
general manager of the old Knoxville street 
railway and he announced his intention to 
build a competing line over the city and 
run the old company out. 

C. C. Howell, of Mount Vernon, O., was 
placed at the head of the Knoxville Street 
Railway Company by its new owners and 
open hostilities between the two compa- 
nies were immediately declared. 

Howell and McAdoo have had several 
personal encounters and it has been feared 
that something serious would sometime 
come to the trouble between the represen- 
tatives of the rival lines. 

NEW LINE ENJOINED. 

The Citizens’ company secured a fran- 
chise from the city council to extend its 
system, ard when part of the line was 
built It could not secure connection with 
the main line without paralleling about 
fifty feet of the old company’s track. The 
old company enjoined it from this and the 
new line has been idle for more than a 
year. 

The old company also enjoined the new 
company from exercising any of its fran- 
chises over the streets of the city of Knox- 
ville proper, claiming that a franchis@ 
which was granted it in 1876 gave ¢o it the 
absolute right of way over all the streets 
in Knexville at that time and any that 
might be opened in the future. 

injunctions and cross-injunctions have 
been served on one or the other of the 
companies ever since, and at night first 
one piece of track and then another of 
the companies would be torn up, until af- 
fairs reached such a point that it has been 
necessary to keep the tracks of both com- 
panies guarded by day and by night to

During the past few days the eastern cap- 
italists who are interested in tlie rival lines 
have been in Knoxville and it has been the 
consensus of opinion that matters would 
reach a climax at no late day.

Joha A. Murrell, the most famous bandit 
and murderer ever known in America, has 
been dead for more than a generation, but 
his naine is still a power in many staies.

HAS A HIGH STANDARD 
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WEST END SCHOOL. 


One of the most recent schools to be or- 
ganized as a part of the Atlanta school 
system is tle one that is situated at West 
End, and its history ts identified with the 
history of that settlement. 

It was not long after that interesting 
place became a fact that the promoters of 
it saw that a school was necessgry to the 
well being of their neighborhood, and they 
organized the one that Is now part of the 
Atisnta educational system. 

The founders of this school built deep 
and well, and the present condition of the 
institution tells of the thoroughness of 
their work. 

As the suburb of the city grew, the school 
kept pace with it, and.in 1894, when it be- 
came a part of Atlanta the school was 
found in spite of the high standard 
of the other schools in Atlanta, to be a 
valuable addition. 

The school was organized as a grammar 
and a high school, and it carried its schol- 
ars to a grade equal to the next to the 
highest of the Boys’ High school in At- 
lanta. Naturally, with the privilege of 
turning its boys and girls over to such ex- 
cellent institutions as the two high schools 
which this city possesses, there was no 
advantage in keeping up this high grade, 
and the school accepted the eight grade 
system which is in vogue with the others. 

The teachers, including its present prin- 
cipal, came into Atlanta and went through

the formality of the examination, which 
the laws of the educational 
require, and were elected to. their old 
positions. Then the school began the ca- 
reer of an Atlgnta public school and has 
fully kept up With the others in the city. 

With the lowering of the grades, how- 
ever, it was not at once adjusted to the 
Atlanta system, and it will not be until 
the next session of the school that an en- 
tire equilibrium will be found. Some of 
the scholars of even the sixth grade were 
found advanced enough to enter the high 
school at the time of the change, and the 
carefulness with which they had been 
taught was well illustrated by some of 
them taking honors in the high eckools in 
Atlanta. 

Indeed, by this standard the schoo] rec- 
ord is a proud one; in a single year five 
of the ten honors in the Boys’ High school 
and two in the Girls’ were conferred upon 
old West End scholars. 

The graduating class, or eighth grade, of 


department 


the school this year is necessarily small, 
by reason of their ability to turn so many 
of the scholars over to the senior schools 
before they reached it, and only some sev- 
enteen are today in it, but next year the 
class will be much larger. 

The building of the West End school is 
a good one. The two parts of it were 
built at different times—one when the 
school was started and the other when it 
grew to such dimensions that it required 
more room to accommodate the increas- 
ing number of scholars. The founfation 
was built with such an increase in view, 
and is exceptionally strong. Large cellars 
are underneath the building, and with very 
little alteration would be habitable rooms. 
At present they are used to store the bi- 
cycles which some of the scholars use to 
ride to school on, and a system of check- 
ing has been arranged by the principal. 

This gentleman is Professor A. E. Man, 
and there fs no more interesting person in 
the school system than he. Resigning his 
flourishing private institution in Worth 
Atlanta, he took charge of the West End 
school when it was not a part of the At- 
lanta system and perfected the already 
high standard of the institution. 

He had charge of the high school depart- 
ment and of the grammar, and every year 
was graduated a set of scholars that any 
school and any pricipal might well be 
proud. Now, as has been said, the grad- 
vates are bringing honor to their school 
as well as the high schools in town. 

He is surrounded by a corpse of teach- 
ers that is very valuable to the institution. 
They are Messrs. Hale, Battle, Petry, 
Garcia, Gibbs, Magee, and Miss Harnerd, 
teaching the first grade, Miss Davies be- 
ing the assistant principal. All save one 
of them came into the Atlanta system 
with the coming of the school. 

As to the scholars themselves—of which 
there are almost four hundred—they are 
what one would expect who knows Wesé= 
End or its history. 

The place was built up as a residence 
portion entirely, and the homes there are 
among the prettiest and finest in town. 
Many of the best known names In Atlan- 
ta’s history are to be found there, and the 
children of these citizens gather under 
the school roof and have their life to- 
gether. It is the closest tie between these 
children, who would be more or less inti- 
mate without it. They are to a certain ex- 
tent one family, and their home in com- 
mon is found in their school. 

Their relation, therefore, is unusually 
cordial, and their teachers’ lot particularly 
pleasant. The efforts that are required 
to maintain order and discipline are slight 
ones, and mary of the duties that teachers 
in other schools feel incumbent to take 
upon themselves are only visible here to 
the slightest extent. 

Nothing further need be said about the 
scholarship. There is certainly no reason 
to believe that it will not in the future be 
as high as in the past. The same efforts, 
the same devotion and abilities that have 
created it are now expended to keep it, 
and in saying it will be the same as before 
is certainly praising it enough. 

West End school is surrounded by pe- 


cullar conditions, that are, to some extent, 


conducive to good work and high scholar- 

ship, but it can safely be said the resuit 

far exceeds even exaggerated expectations,

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THE MORTGAGES 


E. A, Richards Returns from New 
York With Securities, 


CALLS ON ANDERSON TODAY 


He Makes a Proposition To Straighten 
Out Certain Affairs of the Southern 
Mutual Building and Loan Associa- 
tion—He Says He Has Not Seen or 
Heard from Hale. 


Mr. E. A. Richards returned this morn- 
ing from New York, where he has been 
for the past few days on important busi- 
hess. With him Mr. Richards brought 197 
$5 debentures of the Southern Mutual Buila- 
ing and Loan Association, which he return- 
ed to Receiver Anderson. These deben- 
tures were found by Mr. Richards in the 
“New York. desk of Mr. Hale. They were 
yrepared to be issued to the Iowa Life In- 
surance Company, but the latter company 
would not take them, so they have been 
idle in Hale’s New York desk ever since. 

In returning Mr. Richards does so to 
make a proposition to the receivers of the 
association here regarding a return of 
$111.00 in mortgages which are held by 
the Iowa Life Insurance Company. Mr. 
Richards acts in the capacity of a special 
agent from the life insurance company and 
is authorized to return the mortgages upon 
a receipt being given for them by the re- 
ceiver. The insurance company does not 
ask anything from the association for the 
return of the mortgages except a clear re- 
ceipt, which will release them from any 
further connection in the matter. : 

The matter regarding the mortgages and 


the advancement made upon them by the . 


insurance company to President Hale has 
been satisfactorially settled by Hale him- 
self, and all that now remains to be done 
is for the mortgages to be returned and 
receipted for. 
WHAT RICHARDS PROPOSES. 

Mr. Richards proposes to return $25,000 at 
once; $85,000 by the first of July, and the 
remaining $51,000 by the end of the present 
year. . 

The reason that these mortgages cunnot 


’' all be returned at once is that they are on 


deposit with the state treasurer of lowa 
as a reserve fund, and they cannot be re- 
moved unless good and approved security 
for the mortgages are placed in their 
stead, 

Mr. Richards states that the insurance 
company has the absolute prerogative in 
the matter and that the association can do 
nothing more than accept the terms of the 
proposition. He met the receivers in con- 
ference this morning regarding the matter, 
but it will have to be presented to the 
court for approval before anything can 
be done. 

In a letter which Mr. Richards found in 
Fiale’s New York desk was a trust deed 
conveying to’ himself all of the property of 
Hale, which he valued at between $35,000 
and $40,000, 

WILL ARRéNGE HALE’S AFFAIRS. 

Mr. jchards is authorized to take charge 
of his property and settle all of Hale’s 
indebtedness at once. He esfimates that 
his indebtedness to the Southern Mutual 
Building and Loan Association would not 
reach over $4,200, which amount Mr. Rich- 
ards is instructed to settle out of the first 
proceeds from the sale of the property 
turned over to him. 

Mr. Richards is of the opinion that the 


property will fully cover Mr. Hale's lia- 
bilities and that every one will be satisfied 
in full, 

Aside from the letter in the desk, Mr. 
Richards declares that he has not heard 
one word fiom Hale since he ieft Atlanta, 
and that he has not the slightest idea as 
to the whereabouts of the missing building 
and loan man. He-is of the opinion that 
Mr. Hale became frightened over the Iowa 
Life transaction, and fearing prosecution 
skipred out and left his agents to settie 
the matter. 

Mr. Richards will be in Atlanta until 11:50 
o'clock tonight, when he wiil return to 
New York:

Third Case Ever Heard of Is in 
Atlanta, 


SELF AMPUTATION OF TOE 


? 

The Strange Disease Is Troubling a 
Negro Woman—Strange Case of Skin 
Ossification Never Before Known to 
Medical Science Is Reported. | 


Dr. Bernard Wolff, the specialist, has 
discovered the only case of “‘ainhum’’ ever 
reported from Georgia. In fact, only three 
cases have been reported in the United 
States, one from Louisiana, one from 
North Carolina and one from this state. 

And what is ainhum? 

It is the self amputation of one’s little 
toe. The disease is; confined exclusively to 
negroes, and has its origin in Brazil. 

In this instance the disease afflicted a 
negro woman, who applied to the Southern 
Medical college for treatment. The disease 
has been in progress for thirty years and 
one of the tges on the right foot had al- 
ready amputated itself. 

This disease is a peculiar one and mani- 
fests itself by a slightly preceptible con- 
traction of the flesh just above the root 
of the toe, which deepens as the disease 
progresses until finally it absorbs the en- 
tire bone of the toe and the end hangs on 
like a tassel or a round plump acorn at- 
tached by a slender skin. 

As the disease develops the ring of com- 
pression becomes intensely hard and firm 
and gradually covers the root of the joint 
until it expels the upper flesh. 

Dr. Wolff says the solution he has for 
this strange disease is that the negro hav- 
ing flat feet, the ball of the foot is there- 
by pressed upon the ground, receiving a 
severe shock with each motion, which grad- 
ually diseases the outer member. 

Dr. Wolff furthermore states that “ain- 
hum’”’ produces no inconvenience to the 
possessor of so rare a disease, unless the 
tne becomes folded under the foot and the 
walker treads upon himself. 

By a slight operation the pall of bone- 
less flesh is clipped off, and but little pain 
is experienced and very little blood is 
spilled. 

ANOTHER PECULIAR CASE. 

Another disease of unusual peculiarity has 
been discovered by this specialist, which 
is unknown to medical science. 

The case is coafined to a young girl of 
fifteen years, and is of the nature of ossi- 
fication of the skin. The flesh and bone 
has remained untouched by the hardening 
process, but a band of skin reaching from 
the middle finger to the shoulder, and one 
from the middle toe on one leg, ascending 
to the groin, has become like’ bone, so 
hard and unresponsive is it to the soften- 
ing process. The face of the patient has 
also become affected with the diséase, and 
gradually the girl is being encased in an 
unassailable sheath of imperishable -hard- 
ness. 

Such cases as these are engaging the 
thoughtful world, inasmuch as they are 
too rare and unusual to meet with’ ordi- 
nary remedies.

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WITH GEORGIA 
SOLDIER BOYS 


Few people seem to realize the differ- 
ence between the State Volunteer force and 
the state militia, but the two are as widely 
separated as are the United States regu- 
lars and the velunteer's. 

The state troops, or volunteer forces, are 
composed of all the military companies in 
the state. The men are duly enlisted for 
one year each and are subject to regular 
military duty when called upon by the gov- 
ernor. The volunteer forces of all the 
states in the union compose the 'aticnal 
guard, and this guard may be culled upon 
by the president, but only through the gov- 
ernors of the states. 

The state militia consists of every man 
between the ages of 16 and 45 who is physi- 
cally able to shoulder a gun. As is well 
known the state is divided into militia dis- 
For instance Atlanta is composed 
of two militia districts, the 1234th «nd the 
1026th. These districts were organized mi: ny 
years ago when the Indians infested this 
country and when the people were in con- 
stant dread of &n uprising. 

It was the custom for the militiamen, as 
they were known, to meet every few 
months and drill. On these occasions corn 
stalks, fence rails and, in fact, amything 
that was handy was used and the scenes 
which were enacted were sometimes ludi- 
crous in the extreme. Many interesting 
and amusing accounts of the meetings of 
the militia may be found among the writ- 
ings of the early authors of this country. 

It was the custom and the law is stili to 
be found in the code of this state, io elect 
the officers of these companies by a 
vote of the people but it is doubtful if this 
law would appky at the present time, when 
one of the requisites of a military com- 
mander is to be thorovghly familiar with 


the tactics. 


A NEW WIRE GUN. 

The Army and Navy Gazette, of London, 
describes the new 9.2-inch mire gun,. which 
is now being furnished to the British army, 
as follows: 

“Five new land-service 9-2-inch wire guns 
of special pattern are now being completed 
in the gun factories of the Royal arsenal 
at Woolwich. They are the longest guns, in 
point of number of calibers, that have ever 
been built by the British government, be- 
ing 445 inches in length—only one-half inch 
less than the 12-nich guns of forty-six tons 
—or 48% calibers over all. While upon the 
lathes, which have been put up In the re- 
cently erected shops, these guns look very 
remarkable, as their diameter outside is 
small, and one almost expects to see them 
lowered into the shrinking pits in order to 
have anotrer jacket passed over the 
breech. This reduction of diameter Is ex- 
traordinary. It has, of course, been ob- 
tained by a vast extension of the employ- 
ment. of wire in their construction. We 
only trust that the authorities are not go- 
ing too far in this direction; at present it 
seems as if the whole substance of the new 
guns was being made up of wire. We un- 
derstand that a distinction is being made 
between the land-service and sea-service 
9.2-inch guns in this respect, the latter be- 
ing wired al along the tube, or ‘tube- 
wired,’ as it is called. while the guns now 
under consideration are not treated in this 
way. It will be remembered that the Pow- 
erful and Terrible have four 9-2-inch guns 
of the new pattern. They are 4 feet 1 inch 
less in length than the land-service weapon. 

“The rifling: of these guns increases from 
0 to a sharp pitch at the muzzle, so that 
there is a complete revolution of the 
grooves within the bore. The view of the 
spiral from the breech is very curious. The 
breech gear is similar to that of the 1z-inch 
wire guns, except that more gun metal is 
used in its construction and, instead of a 
hand wheel; there is a winch handle for 
vpening and clesing with a heavy gun- 
metal ball to balance it upon the opposite 
side of the spindle. The firing gear, which 
is both for percussion and electric systems, 
has separate locks for each system of the 
simplest character, which can be adjusted 
or detached in a moment. 

The initial, er rather muzzle, velocity of 
the sea-service 9.2-inch gun of the new pat- 
tern is 2,347 foot seconds, with a total muz- 
zle energy of 14,520 foot tons, but the extra 
4 feet 1 inch of the bore in the land-service 
gun will enormously enhance the value of 
these features, as a large quanity of cor- 
dite can be consumed before the projectile 
leaves the muzzle of the weapon. 

“We understand it has definitely been de- 
cided to adopt the improved 9.2-inch gun 
as a medium between the 6-inch cuick-firer 
and the 12-inch, 46-ton wire gun, and that 
the manufacture of further 10-inch wire 
guns will not be proceeded with at present, 
at least for naval service. This is a most 
sound principle to adopt, as the fewer 
classes of gun there are, the easler it is to 
reduce the quantity of stores and gear 
which are indispensable for their repair and 
maintenance on board ship, and the less

Applications for Sidewalk Space Are 
Coming Into the Clerk’s Office. 


The city clerk has had several applica- 
tions filed In his office today from owners 
of fruit stands. who desire to continue 
their traffic on the sidewalks. The applica- 
tions will be submitted to the ‘tax commit- 
tee for approval or disapproval. If that 
committee finds the stands an obstruction 
to the streets and that thev interfer? with 
pedestrians they will compel the applicants 
to locate elsewhere or withdraw their 
application. It Is thought that not more 
than seven or eight stands will be removed. 


ODDITIES OF LECISLATION 


A bill before the legislature of Missouri 
provides for the utilizing of idle convicts in 
reclaiming swamp land in the southeastern 
part of the state. It is said that by digging 
ditches and building levees they can re- 
claim fully 3,000,000 acres. 


A bill has been introduced tn the Minne- 
sota house of representatives making rhe 
governor and the governor-elect eligible 
for election to the United States senate 
during the term for which they have been 
chosen to the state executive office. 


There is now in the hands of a committee 
of the Indiana state legislature a bill to 
compel all proprietary medicine concerns 
doing business in the state to place upon 
each package a label giving the formula 
used in the preparation of the contents. 


The California legislature is preparing to 
relieve Stanford university from taxetion 
burdens. Up to the present time (California 
has not made allowance of this sort and 
has collected about $30,000 a year of the 
clear income of $150,000 which the university 
has had. 


A courageous Indiana legislator has in- 
troduced a bill to hold baggage men re- 
sponsible for the baggage they amash. He 
proposes to fine them every time they 
throw a piece of baggage from car door 
to the platform instead of gently transfer- 
ring it to a truck only a few inches lower 
than the bottom of the car. 


Maine is agitated over the propesea 
changes in the game laws, shor‘ening the 
open season for deer hunting and allowing 
only the single month of November for 
killing moose and caribou. It is also pro- 
posed to compel all guides and owners of 
camps to take out licenses and report any 
violations of the game laws. 


A bill has been introduced in the state 
senate of Tennessee forbidding any person 
to linger or lofter on any street, alley, road 
or lane in the vicinity of a young ladies’ 
boarding school. Neither shall anyone try 
to communicate secretly with the inmates 
of such institution, nor loaf, lurk and 
loiter where the inmates of such institution 
are iikely to be found.

FALLIGANT’S GHARGE. 


OPENS COURT IN SAVANNAH WITH 
STIRRING WORDS. 


He Speaks of the Alleged Election 
Frauds and on Gambling and the 
Habit of Carrying Conceal- 
ed Weapons, 


Savannah, Ga., March 1. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

The March term of the superior court 
opened this morning and Judge Robert Fal- 
ligant delivered a forcible charge to the 
grand jury. He was very impressive and 
earnest and aroused the jury to a keen 
sense of their duty. 

He charged the jury with the fact that the 
skies were lurid with charges of corruption 
and bribery in the January municipal elec- 
tion, saying that it was openly talked 
about that men stood undisguised on the 
streets with money to purchase votes. 
characterized it as a most disgraceful state 
of affairs he ever heard of and impressed 
the jury with the conscientious sense of 
their duty, compelling them to make rigid 
investigations into this alleged rottenness. 

He declared that’ the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the elective franchise guaranteed 
by the constitution ought not to be pros- 
tituted by unscrupulous and mercenary 
candidates for office. 

Judge Falligent next touched upon gamb- 
ling, especially of that phase practically 
protected by the law which was a prolific 
source of crime and encourages young men 
to rob their employers to carry on these 
nefarious games of chance. -_ 

As to carrying concealed weapons the 
judge said that in the developments of the 
past few months men garbed with au- 
thority to preserve the peace have in their 
moments when off duty filled themselves 
with liquor, drew ready weapons and killed 
men, 

He thanked the petty jury of last term 
for their fearless verdict in convicting such 
offenders of manslaughter. He strongly 
urged the enforcement of the law against 
carrying concealed weapons, which he con- 
sidered was the most dangerous practice 
people indulged in. 


OPIUM TO BE DESTROYED. 


Bill To Dispose of the Forfeited Drug 
Amended To Prevent Its Be- 
ing Sold. 

San Francisco, March 1.—News comes 
from Mexico that a big slice of the hoid- 
ings of the Blythe estate, in that country, 
has reverted to the government and that 
the remainder of the Mexican property is 
in imminent danger of forfeiture. 

The trouble, it is said, is due to a failure 
on the part of Blythe and his heirs to colo- 
nize the lands according to the terms of 
the original grant. 

Ail the Blythe possessions in Mexico 
comprise about 640,000 acres. The greater 
portion of these are in the western part of 


. the state of Sonora. The original grant 


was canceled by the Mexican 
ernment about a year ago. 

General Andrade purchased 10,000 acres at 
the rate of about 20 cents an acre. The So- 
nora tract is about, it is said, to follow 
the same fate. It is probaile that in a 
few days a formal decree of forfeiture 
will be issued and the lands sold for what 
they will bring.

Key West is not only the most southerly 
point of the United States, except some 
islets a few miles out into the gulf stream 
from here, but it’ is also the most isolated 
place of its size or anything approaching 
its pcpulation. There ar: western mining 
camps and Alaskan towns that get mail 
less frequently; but here is a city of nearly 
20,00), inhabitants, ..with fine government 
buildings, great ‘shipping interests, daily 
newspapers, and.mantfold business affai-s, 
the capital of a Florida county and with 
mail from the United States but twice a 
week. The people do not rest content 
under it. All very well it might be, they 
Say, for an antipodean town, nut not for 
one within the limits of the United States. 

One result of the spasmodic mail service 


is that all business and much gocial life 


is arranged in harracny with it. The mail 
stcamer is scheduled to arrive at 3.p. m. 
every Tuesday and Friday, having sailed 
from Port Tampa at 10 the evening be- 
fore. All Key West devotes its atteation 
on steamer day to waiting for the mail. 
beginning that task soon after noon by 
scanning the horizon for the first elirapse 
of the expected craft. Last Friday the 
boat did not arrive until nearly midnicht. 
having been compelled to go around by 
way of the Dry Tortugas on acrount of 


the storm, which made the regular channel

GONE HOME TO FIGHT. 


Only One Cretan Is Now Left in New 
York. 


From The New York Sun. 

It is doubtful if there is now more than 
a single Cretan in the city of New Yorh. 
A month ago there was a dozen or more, 
but they have all sailed for Greece to tak3 
part im the struggle for liberty. The one 
excertion will sail within the next few 
days, and in all America, Greece and Crete 
combined, there is no patriot more ardent 
than he. His name is Michael’ Orfanos, 
and he has just arrived from Sam Fran- 
cisco on his way to the scene of the war. 
He is a tall, fine looking, gray hatred man 
about 60 years old. Orfanos is a veteran 
of the last revolution, when he held the 
rank of captain. 

Never has his hatred of the Turk been 
so strong as it ts now, for within the lasct 
f=w days he has learned that his wife, his 
father and his mother, his five brothers 
and four sisters have all been foully mur- 
dered by the Mussulmans in Crete. Ac- 
cording to New York Greeks who have 
large experience of the ways of the Turk, 
such occurrences are not unusual even in 
times of peace, if there ever be such im 
Crete. The Turks view the Christian Cre- 
tans with fear and jealousy. The Cretans 
are, as a gencral rule, vastly superior to 
the average Turk physically and mentally, 
and the latter are haunted by constant 
dread lest these stalwart young men may 
grow up, become soldiers amd throw off 
the Moslem yoke. To obviate this danger 
it is common for the Turks to waylay 
promising young Cretans and break their 
limbs or mutilate them in such a manner 
that they can never become efficient and 
dangerous soldiers. 

There are about 2,000 Greeks in New 
York. Ten years ago there were not half 
a dozen. They are chiefly engaged in the 
fruit trade. The wealthy ones are candy 
merchants and florists. They congregate 
in cafes om the East side, where they drink 
non-intoxicants, smoke big Turkish pipes 
and talk war. Rich and poor are equally 
excited over the revolution, and agree in 
the belief that if the powers do not inter- 
fere they cam whip the Turk single-handed. 

The dearest wish of Cretans and Greeks 
alike is to be united under the government 
of Greece, but they would like to bring 
about this consumption by the power of 
the sword. When Captain Orfanos read im 
the papers that the troubles would proba- 
bly be settled by the powers without a 
fight, he wept at the idea of being disap- 
pointed of his righteous revenge. 


IT WAS A GOOD SIGN. 


Although It Was Taken on the Wrong 
Article.

the notable Captive Sanguilly who was re- 
leased on Friday.

“FROM NATURAL CAUSES.”’

SANGUILLY PRAISES LEE. 


| He Tells of His Efforts for Him and 


Other Prisoners—Speaks of Con- 

dition of Cuban Prisoners. 

New York, March 1.—A dispatch to The 
Sun from Havana says: 

Befcre General Sangullly left for Key 
West Saturday, accompanied by his wife, 
his son and his adopted daughter, he ex- 
pressed himself to friends on some phases 
of his case. He said that the news of re- 
lease greatly surprised him. He was de- 
s)ondent as to the success of the diplo- 
matic efforts of Consul General Lee and 
friends in Washington to secure his lber- 
ty and naturally was prepared to reccive 
bad news about his appeal to the supreme 
court at Madrid. 

Of Consul General Lee Sanguilly spoke 
in the highest praise. 

“He is a dignificd, brave, noble Amert- 
can. His efforts in behalf of Americans in 
Cuba are beyond all pratse. In my case, 
General Lee, trom the time of his landing 
in Cuba, showed the greatest interest, and 
I am obliged to him for his personal kind- 
ness and his constant desire to better my 
Situation,” 

‘All the efforts of his wife to obtain from 
General Weyler permission to let Sangulily 
have a walk of ha!f an hour daily in the 
fresh air inside of the fortress, and guard- 


+ ed by soldiers, were useless. She applied 


as a last resort to Consul General Lee, 
and Mr. Lee called on General’ Weyler, 
telling him that Sanguilly’s health was tn 
danger by reason of the unhealthfulness 
of his prison. All other prisoners con- 
fined there for non-political causes enjoy 
the privilege of so breathing the fresh air. 
Weyler refused to favor Sanguilly. 

Mr. Lee himself was deprived, by order 
of the captain general, of the right of en- 
tering the cell of Sanguilly when he ealled 
at the fortress. General Lee could not 
see the American prisoner, except at a dis- 
tance of eight paces through the grated 
window of Sanguilly’s dungeon and in the 
presence of four armed soldiers, who had 
instructions to fire on either one of them 
at the least suspicious movement. 

The condition of the Cuban prisoners tn 
the fortress of La Cabana Sangullly de- 
scribes as horrible. His’ former counsel, 
Miguel Viondi, arrested under no evidence 
at all, is confined in a loathsome cell that 
is below the level of the water. 

Here he will be kept indefinitely, as no 
suggestion of a trial has been made. He 
will in all probability be left there until 
death either relieves him in his dungeon 
or he is killed by Weyler’s orders. 

Sanguilly spoke of the condition of war 
in the island. 

He had seen the Cuban army. 

He has been in Gomez’s camp, was made 
prisoner by the Cubans, and he bears tes- 
timony to the strength of the Cuban army. 
He says that Gomez's men are well armed, 
and have factories and workshops at Reb- 
les, where they repair their armaments 
and make powder and other munitions of 
war. 

“The Cubans in the field,” he added, 
“are not the savages described in the: of- 
ficial reports. I met many gentlemen in 
the Cuban ranks and representatives -of 
the best families of the island.” 

Senor Morote spoke in terms of pratse 
of General Gomez, and said that the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Cuban army would 
accept nothing but independence. The 
Spaniards in Cuba, continued Senor Mo- 
rote, and the Spanish government have 
but one aim, and that is to make money 
out of the island.

THER JUDGE’S POINTED CHARGE 


Seme of the Recent Financial Sensa- 
tions Will Now Receive the Earnest 
Attention of the Law—An Investiga- 
tion Which Will Be Closely Watched 
by the Community. 


The case of Otis O. Smith will probably 
come up before the grand jury for con- 
sideration tomerrow morning and there 
will likely be two interesting features look- 
ed into. One will be the charge of embez- 
zlement against Smith and the other the 
settlement by which he was released. 

Smith was placed in jail on a warrant 
sworn out by H. H. Cabaniss, as president 
of the Southern Security and Banking 
Company, charging him with ecmbezzle- 
ment, which is a felony. After remaining 
in prison for two or three days he was re- 
leased and the warrant withdrawn. 

The company makes no secret of the 
fact that Smith was released upon the 
payment of about 82,20 in settlement of 
the amount which he was short. Smith, or 
his friends, also paid $1,500 to Messrs. J. W. 
English, Jr., and H. L. English in settle- 
ment of the amounts he owed them. The 
warrant, however, undér which Smith was 
arrested was sworn out by the president of 
the Southern Security and Banking Com- 
pany and it will be upon this warrant and 
its withdrawal for a money consideration 
that the grand jury will get if it decides 
that a felony has been compounded. 

There seems to be but little doubt that 
Smith will be indicted for embezzlement, 
but it may be difficult to arrest him, as 
he hgs now probably got beyond the reach 
of the officers of the law. This fact will 
doubtless be the reason why the grand 
jury may feel called upon to make a close 
investigation of the settlement feature of 
the case. 

In fact, Judge Lumpkin’s charge to the 
grand jury will have considerable weight 
with the jury in this direction. 

The Hale case will aiso come up for con- 
sideration. 

JUDGE LUMPKIN’S CHARGE. 

Under Judge Lumpkin’s charge to the 
grand jury this morning, Otis Smith and 
W. C. Hale will be indicted. 

It is impossible for this body to do oth- 
erwise if they follow the instructions of 
the court. 

In solemn and tragic tones Judge Lump- 
kin did all but eall the names of Smith 
and Hale. 

He gave them the title of A and B, and 
said that while they had settled as far as 
the parties were concerned, that they had 
not settled with the public and with the 
law. 

He said that they were still guilty of the 
offense alleged until proved otherwise be- 
fore a court of justice.

quences. I say this from a sincere sense 
of duty. I believe that a judge in charging 
a grand jury is not confined alone to giving 
detail charges as to sections of/the code, 
but that it is not out of place for him to 
give a word of admonition or a word of 
warning that those who may stagger by 
the wayside may take heed lest they fall 
and that they may know that their fall is 
attended with serious consequences. 

“There is a provision of law for the settle-

Renfert’s house was repeatedly stoned 
that night and he has since been compelled 
to close it. When he ventures out his 
Spanish neighbors significantly draw their 
hands across their throats to signify what 
his fate will be ff he keeps up his present 
stand. 

Over twenty-five men, women and girls 
have disappeared from Guanabacoa the 
past week. On Friday seven podies of wo- 
men and men were found in an old well 
not a quarter of a mile from the rentry 
post on Ceptio street, near the outskirts. 
Three were identified as those of merchants 
who disappeared ten days ago. Une of the 
women’s bodies was that of a Cuban school 
teacher who had been warned two vweeks 
ago that she was teaching the children too 
much. She disappeared two days later. 

The other bodies were not identified. All 
were hacked in the most barbarous map- 
ner. The bodies of the women showed 
signs of revolting treatment, presumably 
sustained before being killed. 

A young Cuban girl named Teresa Maria 
Sandora is: in hiding at Guan.bacoa, 
having escaped from an officer's house 
where she had been kept for three days 
with many men and exposed to the foulest 
mistreatment. She says she was abducted 
and carried to the residence of a prominent 
Spanish officer under the grade of triajor, 
where she was stripped and kept on ex- 
hibit for his friends. She was »veaten whin 
she resisted, and was compelled to remain 
up for them at all times of the day and 
night. She finally aroused the pity of a 
young lieutenant and escaped. She will 
try to get to the United States, fcering 
that she will be killed if recaptured. Two 
of her relatives have been arrested on 
suspicion that they know where she is. 

A mob of Havana volunteers hooted and 
yelled in front of General Lee’s residence 
in Havana for several hours last night. 
General Lee was not at home, nor any 
member of his family. Finally some effi- 
cials at the palace were notified and the 
police were sent to disperse the mob. The 
eensor earnestly requested that no men- 
tion be made of it. 

When General Lee learned of the effair 
he said that it didn’t amount to anything. 

“If . had had a good duck gun I could 
have scattered the entire mob,’ he said.

The new standard will go into operation 
in October next.

Yesterday morning at about half-past 4 
o’clock the citizens of this erstwhile quiet 
place were startled by the cry of “fire!” 
and arousing from their slumbers looked 
out to see a block of four buildings enve- 
loped in flames. 

The fire originated in the variety store 
of Mr. J. H. Garrett and swept away his 
stock of abput $1,200 or $1,500 without the 
saving of a penny. 

Mr. Garrett had no insurance and his 
stock constituted his entire possessions. 
The loss falls heavily upon him and he has 
the sympathy of the public. 

Adjoining Garrett’s store was that of 
Mr. A. J. Helton, which stock he had 
just invoiced at $3,576.56, and filed an ap- 
plication for $1,200 additional insurance, he 
having insurance on his stock to the 
amount of $1,000. The building was Mr. 
Helton’s and it, with the stock, was a com- 
plete loss. Nothing was saved from the 
building. 

THE FLAMES ADVANCE. 

The next victim was Mr. W. W. Heaton, 
whose stock was worth about $5,000, besides 
the building worth $600 or $70. On the 
latter he carried insurance to the amount 
of $500, while the stock was insured for 
$2,500. Of Heaton’s stock some $1,200 or $1,5.¢ 
worth was saved. 

The next building was owned by Mrs. 
Ada Aderhold and was occupied by Mrs. 
J. R. Latimer with a stock worth about 
$1,600, with no insurance on either the 
stock or building; but there was recovered 
from the fire about 75 or 8 per cent of the 
goods. 

Mr. P. A. Smith, a traveling photog- 
rapher, whose tent was’ pitched by Mr. 
Garrett’s ‘store, sustained a loss of about 
$200. 

But for the heroic efforts of the people, 
the entire business portion of the town 
would have been swept away. Just across 
the street was Mr. F. A. Little, the post- 
office, Dr. Goulding’s drug store and a 
couple of vacant storerooms, as well as 
one on the same side of the street south of 
the fire. 

All of the last mentioned buildings caught 
fire repeatedly and were saved only by 
persistent and heroic work by fhe people. 

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The fire, it is belleved, was of incendiary 
origin. It is thought that the houses were 
robbed and then fired. Sheriff Bullard, at 
Buchanan, being telegraphed for, came 
with his dogs and trailed a negro named 
Ike Morris to his home in Bremen. 

Some one was heard running away 
through the woods just about the time the 
fire was discovered and the dogs being 
put upon the trail followed it to Bremen to 
Ike Morris’s house, 

He was arrested and confessed being in 
Waco Saturday night at 12 o’clock, but de- 
nied any knowledge of the fire. 

Another regro, said to be a gambler and 
generally bad character, and seen with 
Norris Saturday night, was also arrested 
as @ suspect and carried with Norris to 
the Buchanan jail Sunday evening. The 
commitment trial will occur there this 
moraing.

A Dreaded Name. 


Joha A. Murrell, the most famous bandit 
and murderer ever known in America, has 
been dead for more than a generation, but 
his naine is still a power in many staies. 

Years ago I visited a big plantation on 
the Alabama river, and in the course of 
my evening talks with my hust something 
was said about Murrell and his gang. 

“Hie was a Napoieonic man,’ said the 
planter, “and if he had directed his ener- 
gics and talents into a difierent ciannel 
it is probabie that he would have risen to 
houorabie distinction. He was a man of 
fair education, and appiied himself so close- 
ly in his leisure moments to the study of 
the best legal textbooks that he made him- 
self a sharp criminai iawyer. This explains 
his success in evading justice for so many 
years.’’

THE WEST END SCHOOL 
HAS A HIGH STANDARD 
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WEST END SCHOOL. 


One of the most recent schools to be or- 
ganized as a part of the Atlaata school 
system is tle one that is situated at West 
End, and its history is identified with the 
history of that settlement. 

It was not long after that interesting 
place became a fact that the promoters of 
it saw that a school was necessgry to the 
well being of their neighborhood, and they 
organized the one that Is now part of the 
Atlenta educational system. 

The founders of this school built deep 
and well, and the present condition of the 
institution tells of the thoroughness of 
their work. 

As the suburb of the city grew, the school 
kept pace with it, and in 1894, when it be- 
came a part of Atlanta the school was 
found in spite of the high standard 
of the other schools in Atlanta, to be a 
valuable addition. 

The school was organized as a grammar 
and a high school, and it carried its schol- 
ars to a grade equal to the next to the 
highest of the Boys’ High school in At- 
lanta. Naturally, with the privilege of 
turning its boys and girls over to such ex- 
cellent institutions as the two high schools 
which this city possesses, there was no 
advantage in keeping up this high grade, 
and the school accepted the eight grade 
system which is in vogue with the ethers. 

The teachers, including its present prin- 
cipal, came into Atlanta and went through

the formality of the examination, which 
the laws of the educational department 
require, and were elected to their old 
| positions. Then the school began the. ca- 
’ reer of.an Atlanta public school and. has 
fully. kept up with the others in the city. 

With the lowering of the grades, how- 
ever, it was not at once adjusted to the 
Atlanta system, and it will not be until 
th® next session of the school that an en- 
tire equilibrium will be found. Some of 
the scholars of even the sixth grade were 
found advanced enough to enter the high 
school at the time of the change, and the 
carefulness with which they had been 
taught was well illustrated by some of 
them taking honors in the high sckools in 
Atlanta. . 

Indeed, by this standard the school -rec- 
ord is a proud one; in a single year five 
of the ten honors in the Boys’ High school 
and two in the Girls’ were conferred upon 
old West End scholars. 

The graduating class, or eighth grade, of 
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the school this year is necessarily small, 
by reason of their ability to turn so many 
of the scholars over to the senior schools 
before they reached it, and only some sev- 
enteen are today in it, but next year the 
class will be much larger. 

The building of the West End school is 
a good one. The two parts of it were 
built at different times—one when the 
school was started and the other when it 
grew to such dimensions that it required 
more room to accommodate the increas- 
ing number of scholars. The foundation 
was built with such an increase in view, 
and is exceptionally strong. Large cellars 
are underneath the building, and with very 
little alteration would be habitable rooms. 
At present they are used to store the bi- 
cycles which some of the scholars use to 
ride to school on, and a system of check- 
ing has been arranged by the principal. 

This gentleman is Professor A. E. Man, 
and there is no more interesting person in 
the school system than he. Resfgning his 
flourishing private institution in Worth 
Atlanta, he took charge of the West End 
school when it was not a part of the At- 
lanta system and perfected the already 
high standard of the institution. 

He had charge of the high school depart- 
ment and of the grammar, and every year 
was graduated a set of scholars that any 
school and any pricipal might well be 
proud. Now, as has been said, the grad- 
vuates are bringing honor to their school 
as well as the high schools n town. 

He is surrounded by a corpse of teach- 
ers that is very valuable to the institution. 
They are Messrs. Hale, Battle, Petry, 
Garcia, Gibbs, Magee, and Miss Harnerd, 
teaching the first grade, Miss Davies be- 
ing the assistant principal. All save one 
of them came into the Atlanta system 
with the coming of the school. 

As\ to the scholars themselves—of which 
there\ are almost four hundred—they are 
what ‘one would expect who knows West 
End or its history. 

The place was built up as a residence 
portion entirely, and, the homes there are 
among the prettiest and finest in town. 
Many of the best known names in Atlan- 
ta’s history are to be found there, and the 
children of these citizens gather under 
the school roof and have their life to- 
gether. It is the closest tie between these 
children, who would be more or less inti- 
mate without it. They are to a certain ex- 
tent one family, and their home in com- 
mon is found in their school. 

Their relation,, therefore, is unusually 
cordial, and their teachers’ lot particularly 
pleasant. The efforts that are required 
to maintain order and discipline are slight 
ones, and mary of the duties that teachers 


; In other schools feel incumbent to take 


upon themselves are only visible here to 
the slightest extent. 

Nothing further need be said about the 
scholarship. There is certainly no reason 
to believe that it will not in the future be 
as high as in the past. The same efforts, 
the same devotion and abilities that have 
created it are now expended to keep it, 
and in saying it will be the same as before 
is certainly praising it enough. 

West End school is surrounded by pe- 
culiar conditions, that are, to some extent, 
conducive to good work and high scholar- 
ship, but it can safely be said the result 
far exceeds even exaggerated expectations,

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THE MORTGAGES 


EF. A. Bichards Returns from New 


York With Securities, 


CALLS ON ANDERSON TODAY 


° 


He Makes a Proposition To Straighten 
Out Certain Affairs of the Southern 
Mutual Building and Loan Associa- 
tion—He Says He Has Not Seen or 
Heard from Hale, 


Mr. E. A. Richards returned this morn- 
ing from New York, where he has been 
for the past few days on important busi- 
fess. With him Mr. Richards brought 197 
$5 debentures of the Southern Mutual Build- 
ing and Loan Association, which he return- 
ed to Receiver Anderson. These deben- 
tures were found by Mr. Richards in the 
“ew York desk of Mr. Hale. They were 
prepared to be issued to the Iowa Life In- 
Surance Company, but the latter company 
would not take them, so they have been 
idle in Hale’s New York desk ever since. 

In returning Mr. Richards does so to 
make a proposition to the receivers of the 
association here regarding a return of 
$111,000 in mortgages which are held by 
the Iowa Life Insurance Company. Mr. 
Richards acts in the capacity of a special 
agent from the life insurance company and 
is authorized to return the mortgages upon 
a receipt being given for them by the re- 
ceiver. The insurance company does not 
ask anything. from the association for the 
return of the mortgages except a clear re- 
ceipt, which will release them from any 
further connection in the matter. 

The matter regarding the mortgages and 
the advancement made upon them by the 
insurance company to President Hale has 
been satisfactorially settled by Hale him- 
self, and all that now remains to be done 
is for the mortgages to be returned and 
receipted for. : 

WHAT RICHARDS PROPOSES. 

Mr. Richards proposes to return $25,000 at 
once; $35,000 by the first of July, and the 
remaining $51,000 by the end of the present 
year. 

The reason that these mortgages cunnot 
all be returned at once is that they are on 
deposit with the state treasurer of lowa 
as a reserve fund, and they cannot be re- 
moved unless good and approved security 
for the mortgages are placed in their 
stead. 

Mr. Richards states that the insurance 
company has the absolute prerogative in 
the mattér and that the association can do 
nothing more than accept the terms of the 
proposition. He met the receivers in con- 
ference this morning regarding the matter, 
but it will have to be presented to the 
court for approval before anything can 
be done. 

In a letter which Mr. Richards found in 
Hale’s New York desk was a trust deed 
conveying to himself all of the property of 
Hale, which he valued at between $35,000 
and $40,000, 

WILL ARR“ NGE HALE’S AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Richards is authorized to take charge 
of his property and settle all of Hale’s 
indebtedness at once. He estimates that 
his indebtedness to the Southern Mutual 
Building and Loan Association would not 
reach over $4,300, which amount Mr. Rich- 
ards is instructed to settle out of the first 
proceeds from the sale of the property 
turned over to him. 

Mr. Richards is of the opinion that the 
property will fully cover Mr. Hale's lia- 
bilities and that every one will be satisfied 
in full. 

Aside from the letter in the desk, Mr. 


Richards declares that he has not heard 
one word from Hale since he ieft Atlanta, 
and that he has not the slightest idea as 
to the whereabouts of the missing building 
and loan man. He is of the opinion that 
Mr. Hale became frightened over the Iowa 
Life transaction, and fearing prosecution 
skipred out and left his agents to settie 
the matter. Pe 
Mr. Richards will be in Atlanta until 11:50 
o'clock tonight, when he will return to 
New York. '

Third Case Ever Heard of Is in 
Atlanta, 


—— 


SELF AMPUTATION OF TOE 


The Strange Disease Is Troubling a 
Negro Woman—Strange Case of Skin 
Ossification Never Before Known to 
Medical Science Is Reported. 


Dr. Bernard Wolff, the specialist, has 
discovered the only case of “alnhum’’ eyer 
reported from Georgia. In fact, only three 
eases have béen reported in the United 
States, one from Louisiana, one from 
North Carolina and one from this state. 

And what is ainhum? 

It is the self amputation of one’s little 
toe. The disease is confined exclusively to 
negroes, and has its origin in Brazil. 

In this instance the disease afflicted a 
negro woman, who applied to the Southern 
Medical college for treatment. The disease 
has been in progress for thirty years and 
one of the toes on the right foot had al- 
ready amputated itself. 

This disease is a peculiar one and mani- 
fests itself by a slightly preceptible con- 
traction of the flesh just above the root 
of the toe, which deepens as. the disease 
progresses until finally it absorbs the. en- 
tire bone of the toe and the end hangs on 
like a tassel or a round plump acorn: at- 
tached by a slender skin. 

As the disease develops the ring. of com- 
pression becomes intensely hard and firm 
and gradually covers the root of the joint 
until it expels the upper flesh. 

Dr. Wolff ‘says the solution he has for 
this strange disease is that the negro hav- 
ing flat feet, the ball of the foot is’ there- 
by pressed upon the ground, receiving a 
severe shock with each motion, which grad- 
ually diseases the outer member. 

Dr. Wolff furthermore states that ‘“‘ain- 
hum’”’ produces no inconvenience to the 
possessor of so rare a disease, unless*the 
tre becomes folded under the foot and the 
walker treads upon himself. 

By a slight operation the pall of bone- 
less flesh is clipped off, and but little pain 
is experienced and very little blodd is 
spilled. 7 

ANOTHER PECULIAR CASE. 

Another disease of unusual peculiarity has 
been discovered by this specialist, which 
is unknown to medical science. 

The case is confined to a young girl of 
fifteen years, and is of the nature of ossi- 
fication of the skin. The flesh and bone 
has remained untouched by the hardening 
process, but a band of skin reaching from 
the middle finger to the shoulder, and one 
from the middle toe on one leg, ascending 
to the groin, has become like: bone, so 
hard and unresponsive is it to the soften- 
ing process. The face of the patient has 
also become affected with the disease, and 
gradually the girl is being encased in an 
unassailable sheath of imperishable hard- 
ness. 

Such cases as these are engaging the 
thoughtful world, inasmuch as they are 
too rare and unusual to meet with ordi- 
nary remedies, :

WITH GEORGIA 
SOLDIER BOYS 


Few people seem to realize the differ- 
ence between the State Volunteer force and 
the state militia, but the two are as widely 
separated as are the United States regu- 
lars and the volunteers. 

Tne state troops, or volunteer forces, are 
composed of all the military companies in 
the state. The men are duly enlisted for 
one year each and are subject to regular 
military duty when called upon by the gov- 
ernor. The volunteer forces of all the 


states in the union compose the 'aticnal 
guard, and this guard may be called upon 
by the president, but only through the gov- 
ernors of the states. 

The state militia consists of every man 


between the ages of 16 and 45 who is physi- 
-cally able to shoulder a gun. As is well 
known the state is divided into militia dis- 
tricts. For instance Atlanta is composed 
of two militia districts, the 1234th end the 
1026th. These districts were organized mi: ny 
years ago when the Indians infested this 
country and when the people were in con- 
stant dread of an uprising. 

It was the custom for the militiamen, as 
they were known, to meet every few 
months and drill. On these occasions corn 


stalks, fence rails and, in fact, anything 
that was handy was used and the scenes 
which were enacted were sometimes ludi- 
crous in the extreme. Many interesting 
and amusing accounts of the meetings of 
the militia may be found among the writ- 
ings of the early authors of this country. 

It was the custom and.the law is stili to 
be found in the code of this state, io elect 
the officers of these companies by a 
vote of the people but it is doubtful if this 
law would apply at the present time, when 
one of the requisites of a military com- 
mander is to be therovghly familiar with 


the tactics. 


A NEW WIRE GUN. 

The Army and Navy Gazette, of London, 
describes the new 9.2-inch wire gun, which 
is now being furnished to the British urmy, 
as follows: 

“Five new land-service 9-2-inch wire guns 
of special pattern are now being completed 
in the gun factories of .the Royal arsenal 
at Woolwich. They are the longest gus, in 
point of number of calibers, that have ever 
been built by the British government, be- 
ing 445 inches in length—only one-half ineh 
less than the 12-nich guns of forty-six tons 
—or 4814 calibers over all. While upon the 
lathes. which have been put up in the re- 
cently erected shops, these guns look very 
remarkable, as their diameter outside is 
small, and one almost expects to see them 
lowered into the shrinking pits in order to 
have enotrer jacket passed over the 
breech. This reduction of diameter is ex- 
traordinary. It has. of course, been ob- 
tained by a vast extension of the employ- 
ment of wire in their construction. We 
only trust that the authorities are not g0- 
ing too far in this direction; at present it 
seems as if the whole substance of the new 
guns was being made up of wire. We un- 
derstand that a distinction is being made 
between the land-service and sea-service 
9.2-inch guns in this respect, the latter be- 
ing wired aH along the tube, or ‘tube- 
wired,’ as it is called, while the guns now 
under consideration are not treated in this 
way. It will be remembered that the Pow= 
erful and Terrible have four 9-2-inch guns 
of the new pattern. They are 4 feet 1 inch 
less in length than the land-service weapon. 

“The rifling of these guns increases from 
0 to a sharp pitch at the muzzle, so that 
there its a complete revolution of the 
grooves within the bore. The view of the 
spiral from the breech is very curious. The 
breech gear is similar to that of the 12-inch 
wire guns, except that more gun metal is 
used in its construction and, instead of a 
hand wheel, there is a winch handle for 
vpening and clesing with a heavy gun- 
metal ball to balance it upon the opposite 
side of the spindle. The firing gear, which 
is both for percussion and electric systems, 
has separate locks for each system of the 
simplest character, which can be adjusted 
or detached in a moment. 

The initial, or rather muzzle, velocity of 
the sea-service 9.2-inch gun of the new pat- 
tern is 2,347 foot seconds, with a total muz- 
zle energy of 14,520 foot tons, but the extra 
4 feet 1 inch of the bore in the land-service 
gun will enormously enhance the value of 
these features, as a large quanity of cor- 
dite can be consumed before the projectile 
leaves the muzzle of the weapon. 

‘“‘We enderstand it has definitely been de- 
cided to adopt the improved 9.2-inch gun 
as a medium between the 6-inch cuick-firer 
and the 12-inch, 46-ton wire gun, and that 
the manufacture of further 10-inch wire 
guns will not be proceeded with at present, 
at least for naval service. This is a most 
sound principle to adopt, as the fewer 
classes of gun there are, the easier it is to 
reduce the quantity of stores and gear 
which are indispensable for their repair and 
maintenance on board ship, and the less

pointed when barred out.

clamoring for their “rights,” And think 
it a shame that they have not equal privi- 
leges with women, ag this circumstance 
might indicate; or if, merely in a spirit 
of masculine bravado, they wished to com- 
pete with and defeat the women in their 
little enterprise. They were debarred, of 
course, regardless of their motives. The 
contest is a very interesting one. A large 
number of designs have been sent to Mrs. 
J. K. Ottley, president of the club, from 
all parts of the state. Some of the packages 
even bear the New York postmark, an in- 
dication of active interest on the part of 
Atlanta’s artist students in that city. 

It will be interesting to study the ideas of 
the various artists as to what an up-to-date 
dry goods catalogue cover should be. Now- 
ada advertising recelves much careful 
thought from advertisers, and the résult 
is that its artistic and interesting possi- 
bilities are highly developed. This is espe- 
cially true of the United: States, which 
leads all other countries in this line. 

The committee appointed to examine 
these designs and decide upon the most 
meritorious one, will be called together 
one day this week. The result of their con- 
ference is awaited with interest.

FALLIGANT’S GHARGE. 


OPENS COURT IN SAVANNAH WITH 
STIRRING WORDS. 


He Speaks of the Alleged Election 
Frauds and on Gambling and the 
Habit of Carrying Conceal- 
ed Weapons, 


Savannah, Ga., March 1. 
Special to The Evening Constitution, 

The March term of the superior court 
opened this morning and Judge Robert Fal- 
ligant delivered a forcible charge to the 
grand jury. He was very impressive and 
earnest and aroused the jury to a keen 
sense of their duty. 

He charged the jury with the fact that the 
skies were lurid with charges of corruption 
and bribery in the January municipal elec- 
tion, saying that it was openly talked 
about that men stood undisguised on the 
streets with money to purchase votes. He 
characterized it as a most disgraceful state 
of affairs he ever heard of and impressed 
the jury with the conscientious sense of 
their duty, compelling them to make rigid 
investigations into this alleged rottenness. 

He declared that the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the elective franchise guaranteed 
by the constitution ought not to be pros- 
tituted by unscrupulous and mercenary 
candidates for office. 

Judge Falligent next touched upon gamb- 
ling, especially of that phase practically 
protected by the law which was a prolific 
source of crime and encourages young men 
to rob their employers to carry on these 
nefarious games of chance. 

As to carrying concealed weapons the 
judge said that in the developments of the 
past few months men garbed with au- 
thority to preserve the peace have in their 
moments when off duty filled themselves 
with liquor, drew ready weapons and killed 
men. 

Hie thanked the petty jury of last term 
for their fearless verdict in convicting such 
offenders of manslaughter. He strongly 
urged the enforcement of the law against 
carrying coneealed weapons, which he con- 
sidered was the most dangerous practice 
people indulged in. 


OPIUM TO BE DESTROYED. 


Bill To Dispose of the Forfeited Drug 
Amended To Prevent Its Be- 
ing Sold. 

San Francisco, March 1.—News comes 
from Mexico that a big slice of the holild- 
ings of the Blythe estate, in that country, 
has reverted to the government and that 
the remainder of the Mexican property is 
in imminent danger of forfeiture. 

The trouble, it is said, is due to a failure 
on the part of Blythe and his heirs to colo- 
nize the lands according to the terms of 
the original grant. 

All the Blythe possessions in Mexico 
comprise about 640,000 acres. The greater 
portion of these are in the western part uf 
the state of Sonora. The Original grant 
was canceled by the Mexican  govy- 
ernment about a year ago. 

General Andrade purchased 10,000 acres at 
the rate of about 20 cents an acre. The So- 
nora tract is about, it is said, to follow 
the same fate. It is prohawle that in a 
few days a formal decree of forfeiture 
will be issued and the lands sold for what 
they will bring.

GONE HOME TO FIGHT. 


Only One Cretan Is Now Left in New : 


York.

It is doubtful if there is now more than 
a single Cretan in the city of New Yorhk. 
A month ago there was a dozen or more, 
but they have all sailed for Greece to takes 
part im the struggle for liberty. The one 
excertion will sail within tho next few 
days, and in all America, Greece and Crete 
combined, there is no patriot more ardent 
than he. His name is Michael Orfanos, 
and he has just arrived from Sam Fran- 
cisco on his way to the scene of the war. 
He is a tall, fine looking, gray haired man 
about 60 years old. Orfanos is a veteran 
of the last revolution, when he held the 
rank of captain. 

Never has his hatred of the Turk been 
so stromg as it is now, for within the last 
f=w days he has learned that his wife, his 
father and his mother, his five brothers 
and four sisters have all been foully mur- 
dered by the Mussulmans in Crete. Ac- 
cording to New York Greeks who have 
large expertence of the ways of the Turk, 
such occurrences are not unusual even in 
times of peace, if there ever be such im 
Crete. The Turks view the Christian Cre- 
tans with fear and jealousy. The Cretans 
are, as a general rule, vastly superior to 
the average Turk physically and mentally, 
and the latter are haunted by constant 
dread lest these stalwart young men may 
grow up, become soldiers amd throw off 
the Moslem yoke. To obviate this danger 
tt is common for the Turks to waylay 
promising young Cretans and break their 
limbs or mutilate them in such a manner 
that they can never become efficient and 
dangerous soldiers. 

There are about 2,000 Greeks in New 
York. Ten years ago there were not half 
a dozen. They are chiefly engaged in the 
fruit trade. The wealthy ones are candy 
merchants and florists. They congregate 
in cafes om the East side, where they drink 
non-intoxicants, smoke big Turkish pipes 
and talk war. Rich and poor are equally 
excited over the revolution, and agree in 
the belief that if the powers do not inter- 
fere they can whip the Turk single-handed. 

The dearest wish of Cretans and Greeks 
alike is to be united under the government 
of Greece, but they would like to bring 
about this consumption by the power of 
the sword. When Captain Orfanos read im 
the papers that the troubles would proba- 
bly be settled by the powers without a 
fight, he wept at the idea of being disap- 
pointed of his righteous revenge.
